The Times reported that King 
Hussein said during an interview 
Monday that Jordan, the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
and the United States were exp- 
loring suggestions for reviving the 
stalled peace process. 

“As far as I’m concerned, the 
door has not been totally closed,” 
the Times quoted the King as say- 
ing. 

- King Hussein said Jordan and 
the PLO plan to send a joint del- 
egation to meet with the five per- 
manent members of toe United 
Nations Security Council and with 
other Arab nations to discuss toe 
possibilities of an international 
conference, tbe United States and 
Soviet Union have refused to meet 
with toe delegation, King Hussein 
said. 

The King said he hopes to per- 
suade toe United States to change 
its mind about opposing the con- 
ference when he meets with Sec- 
retary of State .George Shultz in 
Jordan in mid-May. 

Mr. Shultz's assistant secretary - 
of state for Near Eastern mid 
South* Asian' Affairs, Richard- 
Murphy, left Jordan on Saturday. 
The King said bis talks with Mr. 
Murphy allowed both sides to 
“clarify” their positions. 

“We’re still in a give-and-take 
process,” be said in tbe Times int- 
erview. 

Mr. Shultz said in a television 
interview aired Monday that Mir. 
Murphy moved toe Middle East 
process slightly ahead during his 
trip to the region. 

• In the interview recorded on 
Friday for the Voice of America’s 
“Press Conference USA,” Mr. 
Shultz commented that the pursuit 


of peace in the Middle East is “a 
painstaking, difficult matter, and 
it comes in small bites. I think 
Ambassador Murphy has moved 
the situation along slightly during 
his trip.” , 

Mr. Morphy’s trip took him to 
Israel, Egypt, Jordan, Syria, Leb- 
anon, Saudi Arabia and Iraq. 

Mr. Shultz will visit Jordan and 
Egypt, in addition to his 
ongin ally-scheduled visit to Isr- 
ael. when he goes to the Middle 
East before meeting with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko in Vienna' May 14. 

The secretary told his int- 
erviewer that toe Egyptian -Israeli 
relationship deserves attention, 
and the linked States has bilateral 
relationships with Egypt and Jor- 
dan and Israel “that always are 
worth talking about.” 

"So”, be said, “aO of these tilings 
will be part of the conversation on 
that visit. It will be very brief.” 

In reply to a question whether 
he will meet Palestinian leaders

I'll have 
been on a very hectic — almost 
two weeks with the president, and 
m be pointing into some other 
meetings, and I hope I can have at 
least one day of lying around and 
not doing very much...” 
Meanwhile in Abu Dhabi, a top 
PLO official was quoted Tuesday 
as saying no Middle East peace 
settlement was possible in the for- 
eseeable future because of Ame- 
rican support for Israel. 


Kayed, deputies review 
West Bank travel rules 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Interior Min- 
ister Hassan A1 Kayed and dep- 
uties representing toe West Bank 
in the Lower House of Parliament 
held a meeting Tuesday and rev- 
iewed the existing procedures that 
cover travel to and from toe 
Israeli-occupied territories thr- 
ough the King Hussein and Prince 
Mohammad bridges. 

The Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, said the meeting, which was 
attended by senior Interior Min- 
istry officials, also reviewed pro- 
cedures and measures taken to 
support toe steadfastness of toe 
inhabitants of toe Israeli-occupied 
territories against the occupation 
authorities’ continued efforts to 
expel them from toeir homeland. 

The agency said toe meeting 
also discussed arrangements to 
facilitate the employment of West 
Bank citizens in and outside Jor- 
dan. 

At the conclusion of Tuesday's 
meeting, a committee was formed 
to further study these issues and 
draw up recommendations to sim- • 
pfify the transit procedures in- 
force at toe two bridges which link 
the East and West Banks, Petra 
said. It did not give the names of 
toe committee members. 

Tuesday’s meeting follows a 
pledge by Prime Minister Zaid 
Rifat to Parliament on Monday 
that the government win “rec- 
onsider travel procedures to the 
occupied West Bank to facilitate 
people's movement, after taking 
security issues into con- 
sideration. " 

Mr. Rifai was replying to dep- 
uties’ demands that the gov- 
ernment take measures to relax 
regulations that control the travel 
to and from toe occupied ter- 
ritories by West Bank and Gaza 
citizens. 

The prime minis ter also said 
that ihe interior minister visited 
the King Hussein Bridge 9° ^V 11- 
day and studied the situation 
there! “Since yesterday all ins- 
tructions have been changed,” the 


prime minister told Monday’s ses- 
sion of toe Lower House which 
later gave a vote of confidence in 
the government of Mr. Rifai. 

Existing regulations stipulate 
that any citizen of toe occupied 
territories can visit the East Bank 
.and stay here for a period no t exc- 
eeding one month, after which be 
or she should return to the occ- 
upied territories. The regulations, 
enacted by the government of 
Mudar Badran in 1983, was enf-. 
orced after Israelis stepped up its 
efforts to evict tbe Palestinian 
population living under its occ- 
upation to leave their homeland. 
The regulation, in effect, dis- 
courages West Bank and Gaza cit- 
izens from crossing over the East 
Bank and taking up residence 
here. The regulations also limited 
toe issuance and renewal of pas- 
sports already issued to Pal- 
estinians who were not classified 
as permanent residents of the East 
Bank. 

During Monday’s House ses- 
sion, deputies called for the rel- 
axation of- these regulations. 
While some said the period of stay 
of West Bank and Gaza citizens 
should be extended to three 
months from the present all- 
owable limit of one month, others 
called for totally abolishing tbe 
regulation. 

Before the regulation came into 
force, the Palestinian population 
thing in the occupied territories 
were free to visit the East Bank 
and stay here as they pleased. 

Meanwhile, a delegation from 
the. Department of Passports left 
Amman Tuesday for Kuwait to 
help Jordanian embassy officials 

in tbe issuance and renewal^ pas- 
sports, Petra said. 

Mr. Rifai, in response to dep- 
uties requests, said in parliament 
Monday that be ordered the del- 
egation to leave sooner than ori- 
ginally planned. 

The departmenthas previously 
announced that the delegation will 
stay in Kuwait for one month. 


“We must not afraid to say fra- 
nkly that there will be no political 
settlement in toe foreseeable fut- 
ure because the first priority of the 
United States is the security of Isr- 
"ael,” Farouk Qaddoumi, head of 
toe PLO political department, 
told Dubai's A1 Bayan newspaper 
in an interview. 

The PLO Executive Committee 
meeting in Baghdad earlier this 
month had rejected a U.S. pro- 
posal for non-PLO Palestinians to 
form a negotiating team with Jor- 
dan, he said. 

“The American proposals are 
rejected totally, ana toe Baghdad 
meeting was dear on this. A del- 
egation went to Jordan to inform 
toe Amman government of the 
Baghdad decision" he said. 

Mr. Qaddoumi said a Middle 
East peace solution must emanate 
from an international conference 
attended by both superpowers and 
the PLO. “We will go as a com- 
mon Arab delegation composed 
of the PLO, represented equally 
with other Arab parties,” he said. 

The PLO and Jordan agreed on 
a joint peace strategy in February, 
but Mr. Qaddoumi said this was 
merely a means of advancing the 
peace plan agreed by an Arab 
s ummi t in Fez, Morocco, in 1982 
c alling for an independent Pal- 
estinian state. 

“When we say A Palestmian- 
Jordanian strategy, we want to get 
the Arab situation moving tqw- 
• arris promoting-theFcz plan.” Mr.’ 
Qaddoumi said. 

The plan also implicitly rec-. 
ognised Israel's right to exist, but 
both Israel and toe United States 
refuse to negotiate with toe PLO. 

Mr. Qaddoumi said that while 
differences persisted with Egypt 
over its 19 79 peace treaty with 
Israel, Palestinians should coo- 
perate with Egypt to help it fulfil 
its Arab role. 

“We are with Egypt with all 
force, because Egypt is toe leader 
of the Arab Nation... there can be 
no successful war of liberation 
without Egypt,” be added. 


Israel plans

Militias wrench control 
of Kfar Falous from SLA 

Lahad, Geagea vow not to evacuate Jezzine 


SIDON, Lebanon (Agencies) — 
Fighters of a united Lebanese mil- 
itias front attacked pro-Israeli mil- 
itia positions in southern Lebanon 
Tuesday as fighting between Fal- 
angist and rival militias flared in 
Beirut. 

Lebanese security sources told 
Reuters fighters of toe Shfite 
Muslim Amal movement and their 
Sunni Muslim and allies seized a 
recently-evacuated Israeli army 
base at Kfar Falous, 10 kilometres 
east of Sidon from the “South 
Lebanon Army” (SLA) militia. 

. They were battling fora nearby 
army barracks and hospital bui- 
ldings where SLA units were hol- 
ding out. One Amal fighter was 
killed and five people were wou- 
nded, toe sources said. 

Kfar. Falous is 11 kilometres 
east of Jezzine, where thousands 
of Christians sought refuge after 
the militia front overran their vil- 
lages east of Sidon and in toe Kha- 
rroub region to toe north on Sun- 
day. 

Fighting between Falangists 
and militiamen of Amal and the 
Progressive Socialist Party (PSP) 
meanwhile flared on toe “green 
line” dividing mainly-Muslim 
west Beirut from the pre- 
dominantly Christian east, closing 
roads between toe two sectors. 

Radio stations said shells cra- 
shed deep into residential areas, 
but there were no immediate rep- 
orts of casualties. The clashes fol- 
lowed overnight fighting that rea- 
ched a deafening climax at dawn, 
residents said. 

The fighting coincided with def- 


iant declarations by SLA chief 
Antoine Lahad and Falangist mil- 
' itia leader S amir Geagea. 

After f amin e leaders asked the 
mainly Christian SLA to quit the 
town to avert a possible blo- 
odbato,Brig. Lahad was quoted as 
saying: “If anyone wants to evict 
us from here let him try.” 

In Beirut, Dr. Geagea told rep- 
orters Falangist losses would be 
avenged. “What was taken by 
force will be recovered by force,” 
he said, adding that evry drop of 
blood shed m recent fighting 
would, be paid for “very dearly.” 
Dr. Geagea sent his “Lebanese 
Forces” fighters against Pal- 
estinian refugee -camps in Sidon 
last month soon after declaring a 
militia revolt against President 
Amin GeaiayeTs efforts to rec- 
oncile Christians and Muslims. 

He withdrew his forces after six 
weeks of bitter sectarian battles. 

PSP leader Walid Junblatt Tue- 
sday repeated his desire to avoid a 
battle for Jezzine, which his forces 
overlook from the strategic Bar- 
ouk mountain range to the north. 

“We shall not enter it, nor will 
anyone else,” Mr. Junblatt told 
reporters at his palace in toe Shouf 
hills. 

He said be was ready to let the' 
array through PSP-held territory 
to take over Jezzine, but “this pre- 
supposes the departure of toe 
Lebanese Forces and Antoine 
Lahacf s forces.” (Junblatt urges

At Kfar Falous, battles raged 
around SLA positions in an army 
barracks and a hospital complex 


owned by Sidon -bom Saudi Ara- 
bian millionaire Rafiq Hariri. 

Reporters saw an SLA rank 
burst into flames after being hit by 
a shell. Another tank immediately 
moved forward to engage Amal 
and allied fighters from Sidon. 

The fighters said toe SLA was 
puring artillery fire onto toe att- 
ackers from hill positions near 
Roum village, a few kilometres 
away. As the fire was returned, 40 
shells exploded in one 24-minute 
period. 

At least 400 militiamen were 
seen on toe otherwise deserted 
road from Sidon to Kfar Falous. 

Families from impoverished 
Beirut suburbs meanwhile began 
moving into abandoned homes in 
the coastal village of Jiyyeh, north 
of Sidon, eyewitnesses said. 

Reuter correspondent Hugh 
Pope saw at least 50 newly- 
installed families in Jiyyeh, cap- 
tured b* PSP forces from the 
“Lebam.se Forces” on Sunday. 
Araal fighters supervising toe ope- 
ration told him some 600 families 
had already siezed houses. 

In another development, one 
day after Israeli troops withdrew 
from Tyre, Amal militiamen, with 
a token presence of Lebanese 
army soldiers, established control 
in the port city and nearby towns 
Tuesday. 

Just south of Tyre, Amal men 
set up checkpoints outside the 
Rashidiyeh Palestinian refugee 
camp, a major stronghold of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(FLO) before the 1982 Israeli 
invasion.

MIAMI, Florida (R) — Three 
masked gunmen robbed a Wells 
Fargo armoured car Tuesday, just 
a day after thieves in New York 
stole nearly $8 million from toe 
cash delivery firm, police rep- 
orted. 

Authorities said they did not 
know how much was taken in the 
Miami raid, which took place just 
before noon in a bank car park. 

Three men wearing ski masks 
surprised the Well Fargo guards- 
and then fled on foot, a spo- 
kesman said. 

A guard for the Southeast Bank 
was slightly injured, apparently in 
a fall. 

In New York, meanwhile, spo- 
kesmen for the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) said there 
were no new developments in 
Monday's robbery but they exp- 
ected a break in toe case soon. 

City police said toe four men 
involved may have had inside inf- 
ormation. 

They broke into a Wells Fargo 
depot through the wall of an adj- 
oining building early Monday, 
then surprised four guards when 
they opened the cash vault. 

The gunmen loaded $7.8 mil- 
lion into an armoured car and fled, 
leaving another $12 million beh- 
ind because there was do room in 
the vehicle. 

Wells Fargo offered a $350,000 
reward for information in the case 
leading to a conviction. 


TEHRAN (R) — Iran has called 
on foreign airlines to resume 
flights to Tehran, suspended six 
weeks ago after Iraq declared Ira- 
nian air space a war zone. 

Foreign airline sources in Teh- 
ran said they were treating toe sit- 
uation cautiously until it became 
dear that Iraq has withdrawn a 
warning that it cannot guarantee 
toe security of civilian airliners 
over Tran. 

The warning took effect bn 
March 19 as Iran and Iraq, at war 
since September 1980, carried out 
air and missile attacks against each 
other’s dues which have since sto- 
pped. 

The International Civil Avi- 


ation Organisation (ICAO) last 
week urged both countries to take 
immediate steps to ensure the saf- 
ety of international aviation. 

Iran's civD aviation chief, Has- 
san Shaft], told the national news 
agency IRNA that Iran Air had 
resumed all its international 
Bights, and he called on foreign 
airlines to resume flying to Iran. 

Only Swissair now flies to the 
southern port of Bandar Abbas, 
outside toe supposed range of 
Iraqi jet fighters, and shuttles pas- 
sengers to Tehran aboard cha- 
rtered Iranian airliners. 

In another development, Iran’s 
U.N. envoy has said his country 
would be prepared to lake its case 


to toe Security Council, but only 
after toe 15-nauoa body had con- 
demned Iraq for “aggression”. 

Ambassador Said Rajaie Kho- 
rassani was replying to a reporter 
who asked whether Iran was pre- 
pared to participate in a debate in 
the council, which it has accused of 
pro-Iraqi bias. 

“We said we’d go back, to the 
council only when toe council 
condemns Iraq for its war of agg- 
ression against us... toe council is 
not yet prepared to do that,” he 
told a press conference. 

Mr. Khorassani said the sta- 
tement also tried to satisfy “both 
the aggressor and the victim,’’ 
which would not prove fruitful. 


Blasts rock S. African gold mine offices 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — Two 
Thunderous bomb explosions 
Tuesday rocked the headquarters 
of two South African gold mining 
companies which fired more than 
17,000 black miners, despite a 
promise by one of the firms to rei- 
nstate most of its sacked workers. 

Police said two Soviet-made 
limpet-mines shattered windows at 
the central Johannesburg offices 
of Anglo American Corporation 
of South Africa Ltd and Ang- 
lo vaal Ltd. 

Limpet mines are often used by 
the banned African National 
Congress, which is fighting to ove- 
rthrow toe white minority rule' in 
South Africa. 

The last of about 14,000 miners 
fired by Anglo American over the 
weekend in a dispute over pay and 
other grievances at Vaal Reefs, 
the world's biggest gold mine, left 


the complex for toeir tribal hom- 
elands Monday night. 

Anglo American said pro- 
duction at the south shaft of the 
complex about 150 kilometres 
south of Johannesburg was at a 
standstill Tuesday. It promised to 
give priority to sacked miners 
when it started hiring again. 

“The management has agreed 
to give preferential consideration 
to employing previous employees 
of the mine, the company said in 
a statement Monday night after 
discussions with the black Nat- 
ional Union of Mfneworkers 
(NUM). 

But management sources added 
that “dissident elements” would 
be weeded out and it was imp- 
ossible to say when the shaft 
would reopen. 

Anglovaal said almost ail toe 
3,000 workers it fired from toe 


Hartebeestfontein mine near Vaal 
Reefs had already gone home but 
it also was holding talks with 
NUM President Cyril Ram- 
aphosa. 

In Brussels on Monday, the int- 
ernational confederation of free 
trade unions, representing 82 mil- 
lion workers in 99 countries, con- 
demned the sackings. 

Meanwhile, in continuing nat- 
ionwide unrest that has claimed 
more than 150 black lives this 
year, riot police fired tear gas and 
wielded whips in various tow- 
nships overnight to disperse pro- 
testing crowds of blacks, police 
headquarters in Pretoria said. 

In parliament on Monday, Law 
and Order Minister Louis le Gra- 
nge enumerated toe grim toll of 
recent unrest, saying 216 blacks 
and one white baby died in unrest 
in the seven months to March. 








wareddahab expects 
Garang to join talks 


MUSCAT (R) — Sudan’s military ruler said in an 
interview Tuesday he expected southern dissident 
leader John Garang to take part in talks on the 
future of the country’s non-Muslim south. 


General Abdul Rahman Swa-' 
reddahab told the Omani gov- 
ernment newspaper Oman, “We 
have started contacts with him and 
we expect him to reply that he is 
ready for dialogue. 

"Southern leaders will be inv- 
ited to a conference to find a just 
solution to the problem of the 
south and John Garang will be one 
of the members of the con- 
ference,” he added. 

Col. Garang and his rebel Sud- 
anese People's Liberation Army 
(SPLA) have previously spumed 
peace talks with the new rulers 
who ousted President Jaafar 
Numeiri on April 6. 

Gen. S wareddahab said he 
would discuss southern demands 
for the abolition of Islamic Law in 
Sudan and certain laws would be 
reformulated "to reflect the tol- 


erance of Islam". 

Rebels in the mainly non-Arab, 
Christian or pagan south have 
' been fighting a bush war against 
government troops for the past 
two years over several grievances, 
notably the carve-up by Numeiri 
in 1983 of the previously aut- 
onomous region into three pro- 
vinces, and die imposition of Isl- 
amic Law. 

Gen. Swareddahab revoked the 
decree concerning the aut- 
onomous region after seizing 
power but the rebels later said 
they were striving for broader 
goals and would continue the 
fight. 

In his interview Tuesday Gen. 
Swareddahab said Sudanese Mus- 
lims were satisfied with Islamic 
Law and were all keen to see it 
stay. 


Meanwhile Britain has agreed 
to supply Sudan with 28,000 tons 
of food aid to overcome drought 
problems, British junior Foreign 
Office Minister Richard Luce was 
quoted Monday as saying in Kha- 
rtoum. . . 

The first shipment of 17,000 
tons of wheat will arrive within 48 
hours, the official Sudan News 
Agency (SUNA) reported Mr. 
Luce as saying. 

Britain has allocated $272,000 
to meet transportation expenses 
for the food, he added, according 
to the agency. 

Mr. Luce met Sudanese Foreign 
Minister Ibrahim Taha Ayoub, 
who expressed the hope that Bri- 
tain would extend more aid to 
Sudan and called for relations to 
be strengthened, SUNA said. 

Mr. Luce is the first Western 
official to visit Sudan after the 
April 6 military coup. 

He is on a six -day tour that will 
also take him to Egypt and Tun- 
isia. 


Alternative futures for Arabs 
explored at Washington meeting 


WASHINGTON ( USIA) — Arab 
culture cannot "continue to play 
Dr. Jekyli and Mr. Hyde” — to be 
"modem and traditional at the 
same time," according to Pro- 
fessor Issa Boullata in remarks at 
Georgetown University's Centre 
for Contemporary' Studies 
iCCAS) last week (April 25-26). 

Boullata. professor of Arabic 
literature at McGill's Institute of 
Islamic Studies, addressed the 
topic of "Challenges to Arab Cul- 
tural Authenticity,” saying. 
"There is no doubt that there is a 
cultural crisis in the Arab World" 
which will not be resolved by 

iyys. 

He suggested that “Islamic res- 
urgence will continue to grow and 
spread among Arabs because 
more than any other ideology 
Islam can really capture the ima- 
gination ...” He said Arab gov- 
ernments will continue to use Isl- 
amic symbols which will keep 
some of them in power tem- 
porarily. Still he predicts a gradual 
disillusionment with Islamic res- 
urgence, comparable to earlier 
disillusionment with Arab nat- 
ionalism. He explained that both 
Islamic resurgence and Arab nat- 
ionalism have elements that can 
succeed, but neither have been 
"realistically grounded in the pre- 
sent day conditions of the Arabs" 
or "the modern world at large." 

Still, by the 21st Century, Prof. 
Boullata said. Arab intellectuals 
will have to realise that" Arab cul- 
ture and the Islamic heritage will 
inevitably have to be taken into 
serious consideration in any mod- 
ernising process.” He pointed out, 
however, that "some elements will 
have to be discarded or rei- 
nterpreted." He cautioned that, 
"hard choices will have to be 


made." 

Speaking at the CCAS' tenth 
annual symposium which followed 
the theme of “The Next Arab 
Decade: Alternative Futures" 
Prof. Boullata said the idea that 
Arab culture is a "monolithic ent- 
ity” which is permanent, static and 
handed down from one generation 
to another is not accurate. 

He explained that all groups 
learn to acquire new cultural ele- 
ments as they are discarding oth- 
ers and that the only culture that 
does not change is one that is 
dead. 

The national debate that is req- 
uired to quell the crisis must be 
"carried across the whole Arab 
World,” Prof. Boullata said, rea- 
ching men and women and the 
younger generation. It must reach 
into Arab homes through tel- 
evision and radio and through pro- 
fessional Arab associations he 
said. The ultimate synthesis "will 
fuse living elements of Islamic tra- 
diiion and - relevant elements of 
modern, culture, thus creating an 
authentic, integrated Arab mod- 
ernity." Prof. Boullata said. On 
the cultural synthesis Prof. Bou- 
llata said there will be no doubt 
that "culturally it will be an Arab 
modernity, an authentic Arab way 
of life in modem times, not a Wes- 
tern one." 

In the same panel Kamel Abu 
Deeb.who isa Professor of Arabic 
Criticism at Yarmouk University 
in Jordan, talked about "Cultural 
Creation in a Fragmented Soc- 
iety." Also a poet, Abu Deeb 
spoke about "the collapse of con- 
sensus" as being the most impr 
onant factor of fragmentation. He 
said there will be a struggle bet- 
ween “the shock of modernity” 
and "the shock of tradition.” 


Another panel dealt with the 
overall theme of “the Arab-Israeli 
Conflict.” Joel Beinin, who is with 
the Stanford University Dep- 
artment of History, addressed the 
theme of “Israel: The Political 
Economy of a Garrison State and 
Its Future". He said, “the con- 
ditions of Israel’s existence have 
forced it to become a garrison 
state,” but he said Israel had no 
other choice than to become that. 
He said, "We can expect to see a 
period of crisis in the Israeli ea>- 
□omy, sharpened social and pol- 
itical conflict and a more agg- 
ressive stance toward the Arab 
World and a growing dependency 
on the United States." He also 
said: “In the absence of dramatic 
changes in the Arab World, it may 
well be that the internal struggle 
within Israel will be the most dec- 
isive arena for determining the 
outcome of the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict." 

Beinin said there are two “wild 
cards" which arise when exa- 
mining Israel's political economy. 
One is that "Israel's economy is in 
such a deep state of crisis that it 
could collapse at any time," acc- 
ording to his calculations. He also 
raised the possibility of another 
war in the region if the Arab- 
Israeli conflict is not setded but 
said he did not expea that to hap- 
pen any time soon. 

Anthony Cordesman, who is 
vice president of Analytical Ass- 
essments Corporation, examined 
"the Implications of Current 
Trends in the Arab-Israeli Bal- 
ance." He said, "the Arab-Israeli 
conflict is increasingly an Israeli- 
"Syrian conflict with occasional 
sideshows from the PLO and var- 
ious ethnic movements in Leb- 
anon."

Syrians staying put in eastern Lebanon 


TEL AVIV ( R) — Israeli generals 
said Tuesday the Syrian army in 
eastern Lebanon has largely ref- 
rained from moving into positions 
vacated last week by Israeli forces. 

"Two battalions of the Leb- 
anese army are deployed in the 
Bekaa and there has been no real 
Syrian movement there,” Chief of 
Staff Moshe Levy told Israel 
Radio. 

General On On, commander of 
Israeli forces in the north, said on 
radio that the Syrian army had set 
up various observation points acr- 
oss the former confrontation line 
but "no significant force moved." 


Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin had predicted the Syrians 
might move a short distance south 
to reclaim some positions lost in 
the 1982 Israeli invasion. 

'Last week the Israeli army wit- 
hdrew from eastern Lebanon, pul- 
ling back to its “security zone”, six 
to 15 kilometres north of the Isr- 
aeli border. The government has 
said the troops will be home by 
June. 

On Monday the army left the 
Tyre area, scene of daily res- 
istance attacks that caused hun- 
dreds of Israeli casualties. 

The daily Haaretz newspaper 


reported that senior military sou- 
rces expect Syria to move more 
troops soon into the evacuated 
area. The newspaper did not ide- 
ntify its sources. 

Israel has been monitoring Syr- 
ian troop ; movements since wit- 
hdrawing from the eastern sector 
of South Lebanon on April 24 
after 34 months of facing the Syr- 
ians across the Bekaa Valley. 

When Israel pulled out of the 
east, Syrian troops were deployed 
in the northern and central Bekaa 
Valley within 35 kilometres of die 
Israeli border. 


Syria, Iraq urged to reopen borders 


AMMAN (Petra) — The general 
assembly for the Arab Land Tra- 
nsport Union (ALTU) called on 
the governments of Iraq and Syria 
to reopen their borders, allow pas- 
sengers and cargo’s movement 
between the two countries and 
allow pumping of Iraqi oil through 
Syria, according to the unions Sec- 
retary General Abdullah Dmour. 

Mr. Dmour told the Jordanian 
News Agency, Petra, that the 
union's genera] assembly has cal- 
led for the neutrality of Arab eco- 
nomic action away from political 
differences in accordance with 


Arab summits resolutions. 

The assembly which concluded 
its sixth annual meeting held in 
Baghdad between April 21 and 
April 24 has passed many res- 
olutions that will boost and rev- 
italise the role of the land tra- 
nsport sector in Arab countries’ 
development plans, according to 
Mr. Dmour. 

He added that the assembly cal- 
led for the holding of seminars in 
different Arab countries on the 
subject of transport and called for 
an improved cooperation between 


the union and the Arab Council of 
Transport Ministers. 

The assembly also rec- 
ommended to the union's general 
secretariate to embark on a tra- 
ining programme covering tra- 
nsport economics, cost accounting . 
and passenger handling . 

The assembly also endorsed the 
unions work plan for 1985, the 
unions budget for 84 and its est- 
imated budget for 1985. 

The assembly decided to hold 
its next meeting at the unions hea- 
dquarter in Jordan at the end of 
this year. 


Egypt seeks British assurances before 
allowing deportation of four plotters 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Egypt is 
seeking certain assurances from 
Britain before allowing dep- 
ortation of two Britons and two 
Maltese implicated in an alleged 
Libyan assassination plot, a Bri- 
tish diplomatic source said Tue- 
sday. 

The source, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity, said the Bri- 
tish embassy was trying to resolve 
the issue before the four men will 
be allowed to leave the country 
"within a matter of days." 

He refused, however, to reveal 
the nature of the assurances sou- 
ght by EgypL The Interior (police) 
Ministry’s chief spokesman, Maj. 
" t Ibrahim,

comment on grounds it was a state 
security department matter. Sec- 
urity officials could not be reached 
for comment. 

Egypt last week ordered the 
expulsion of Britons Anthony 
Gill, 48, of Colchester, England, 
Godfrey Shiner, 47, of War- 
wickshire, England, and Maltese 
nationals Romeo Nicholas Sch- 
embri and Edgar Bonicci-Cachia. 
The Cairo government asked Bri- 
tain. which looks after Maltese 
interests in Egypt, to arrange for 
the men’s departure. 

AH four were arrested last Nov. _ 
17 for alleged involvement in an' 
abortive coup to kill former Lib- 
yan Prime Minister Abdul Hamid 


Bakoush, a political refugee here 
since 1978. 

Shiner was released on bail last 
February but was kept in Egypt. 
The other three have remained in 
custody, but no official indictment 
has been issued against them. Nei- 
ther Egyptian officials nor British 
diplomats would say why Cairo 
decided to deport the four men 
without trial. 

Gill was booked to leave for 
London on a British Airways 
flight on Monday and was esc- 
orted by security men to Cairo 
Airport for the trip. There he was 
turned bade because of what a Bri- 
tish embassy spokesman termed 
"a minor last-minute hitch." 


PSP leader wants 
Christians to return 


MUKHTARA, Lebanon (R) — 
Progressive Socialist Party (PSP) 
leader Waiid Junblatt, whose fig- 
hters have overrun a swathe of ter- 
ritory south of Beirut and forced 
the exodus of thousands of Chr- 
istians, said he would like them K> t 
return to their communities. 

Mr. Junblatt, leader of the 
mainly- Druze PSP and minister of 
public works, also told Reuters in 
an interview he was sick of war 
and felt the time was now ripe for a 
settlement with Lebanon’s Chr-. 
jstian community. 

Thousands of Christians have 
fled their homes since Sunday's 
opposition attack on a small con- 
tingent of Falangist “Lebanese 
Forces" fighters in the SLdon area 
and adjacent Iklira A1 Kharroub 
region. 

Speaking at his ancestral palace 
in the Shouf Mountains a day after 
PSP fighters won the Kharroub in 
an easy fight, Mr. Junblatt said: 
"The PSP and (Shfite Muslim) 
Amal Movement must make 
eveiy effort to make the Chr- 
istians come back. 

Mr. Junblatt said it was time to 
get out of a “bloody, vicious cirde 
of war," achieve true national rec- 
onciliation and prevent the cou- 
ntry from splitting into sectarian 
cantons. 

Mr. Junblati said, however, it 
was unlikely the Christian ref- 
ugees fleeing east to the town of 
Jezzine would want Co return until* 
a new security agreement was rea- 
died. 

“You have to fix up security 
first. It's impossible now. it's too 
chaotic,” he said. 

Foreign relief workers said at 
least 10,000 Christians had fled to 
Jezzine since “Lebanese Forces” 
militiamen retreated from Sidon 
after a -six-week battle with Pal- 
estinians and Muslims. Some est- 
- imates put the number as high as 
75,000. 

Fearing imminent attack, many 
were heading to an Israeli-held 
border strip where Israel wants to 
set up a security zone to prevent 
cross-border attacks after it com- 
pletes a troop withdrawal from 
Lebanon within the next five 
weeks. 

Blaming Lebanese Forces 
Commander Samir Geagea for 
starting the fighting in the Sidon, 
Mr. Junblatt said President Amin 
Gemayel still had a “chance to be 
president of all the Lebanese” if 
he learned from Mr. Geagea’s 
defeat 

He said he had’ no intentfotr of 
moving PSP forces east to Jezzine, 
where he wanted the army to dep- 
loy, and was in contact with militia 
leaders in sidon to prevent an inv- 


asion of the mainly Christian 
town. ■. "• 

Mr. Junblatt said the PSP ass- 
ault had been primarily directed at 
the Falangist-held port of Jiyeb, 
the only supply route for the 
“Lebanese Forces" between Bei- 
rut and the South. 

“Suddenly we realised that ... 
die (Sunni) Nasserites were going 
up to Kfar Falous (east of Skkm) 
and we decided to rush and take 
some important positions,” he 
said. 

Looking tired, nervously tap- 
ping his feet and admitting he felt 
a bn uneasy about the future, Mr. 
Junblatt said the PSP military 'vic- 
tory had been tainted by wid- 
espread looting: 

He said he was “noL so happy” 
with his present holdings because 
they had been won “after a big 
disaster," referring to the plunder 
of abandoned Christian homes by 
civilians which continued 'Mon- 
day. 

Along the coastal road near 
Jiyeh, a nominal army presence 
bad disappeared and Reuter cor- 
respondent Hugh Pope saw who- 
lesale looting by hundreds of peo- 
ple. Several families, mainly Shfi- 
tes, moved into empty homes. 

At roadsides in the Kharroub 
Hills, the PSP seized some stolen 
furniture and burned it go dis- 
courage theft. 

South of Jezzine, Christians int- 
erviewed while waiting in a four 
kilometre-long stretch of cars, 
vans and school buses to pass thr- 
ough the Israeli checkpoint on the 
way to the border strip said they 
felt angry and abandoned. 

“Geagea gathered his arms and 
fled to Beirut, leaving us to fend 
for ourselves and letting his men 
die." said an old man at the end of 
the line. He had already waited 
three hours. 

“We don’t have any Christian 
leaders, they don't exist," said a 
middle-aged woman who works in 
public relations. 

A Christian man in his 20s sco- 
ffed at reports that Israel was hel- 
ping Christians by providing food 
and blankets to those arriving in 
Maijayoun. “All they wanted was 
their bloody Christian (securin') 
belt at their border," he said. 

Jezzine itself was brimming with 
refugees, some old and side. Many 
had slept in their cars and on their 
roads because they could not find 
a place to stay. 

A man in his 60s fled fronrhis 
village by foot with only the clo- 
thes on his back and riof Enough 
money to buy a - sandwich* There 
were few kind words for Christian 
leaders, but one elderly woman 
said: "Tell the Pope thanks, bec- 
ause he prays for us."

Jordan, Syria review exchange 
of agricultural produce 


AMMAN (Petra) — Ministry of 
Agriculture. Under Secretary 
Salem AJ Lawzi returned to 
Amman Tuesday after a two day 
visit to Damascus where he dis- 
cussed the prospects of increasing 
the. volume of exchanged agr- 
icultural products between Syria 
and Jordan. 

Dr. Lawzi said that he explained 
to Syrian officials that Jordan will 
no longer confine the import.and 
export of agricultural produce to 
the Jordanian Company for the 
Processing and Marketing of Agr- 
icultural Products. 

Agreement was reached during 
the talks to export 400 tonnes of 


. Jordanian tomatoes to Syria every 
day during May, while Jordan will 
import . 2,000 tonnes of Syrian 
onions, he said. 

The talks dealt with the pos- 
sibility of diversifying the exc- 
hanged products to include barley, 
wheat, potato seeds and canned 
food.. The Syrian side has pro- 
mised to study the subjects dis- 
cussed and will send its reply as 
soon as possible, Dr. Lawzi said. 

During the visit the two sides 
signed an agreement for the exp- 
ort of 10,000 tonnes of oranges to 
Syria from now and until the end 
of next month.

A touch of the gypsy soul

AMMAN — Of all the musicians 
who have performed in Amman 
during the past two or three years, 
Bireli Lagrene is without a doubt 
the most unusual. 

The Royal Cultural Centre 
(RCC) does riot feature a gypsy 
jazz guitarist every day, nor every 
month. The exceptional aspect of 
the event is more obvious when 
you consider the age of the per- 
former who is acclaimed as a 
"child genius" by international 
critics. Bireli Lagrene is now eig- 
hteen years old. He started the 
guitar at six, and has been playing 
in public concerts since he was thi- 
rteen. 


The RCC will stage a one-night 
only performance by Bireli Lag- 
rene on Thursday May 2, at fi 
p.m., organised by the Goethe Ins- 
titute in Amman. 

A German gypsy bom in Als- 
ace, Bireli Lagrene is the son of a 
well-known guitarist and was rai- 
sed on Django Reinhardt records. 
The influence of the great mus- 
ician on Bireli, though unm- 
istakable, has not distracted him 
from cultivating and .developing 
his own musical personality. 

His name has been associated, 
with stars like A1 Di Meola, John 
Mac Laughlin and Stephane Gra- 
pelly who used to play the violin 
with Reinhardt.

RSS, Indian scientific research centre 
sign technical cooperation protocol 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Royal 
Scientific Society (RSS) and the 
Council of Scientific and Ind- 
ustrial Research in India Tuesday 
signed a protocol for scientific and 
technical cooperation. 

The protocol broadly provides 
for the exchange of scientists, res- 
earch scholars and specialists for 
research, training, consultation 
and exchange of experience in 
areas of mutual interest. 

Cooperation will also include 
organisation of bilateral scientific 
and technical seminars and cou- 
rses on problems of mutual int- 
erest, secondment of experts for 
short and long durations, and tra- 
ining of technicians. 

The protocol also provides for 
the establishment of a joint com- 


mittee to formulate specific work 
plans as well as services and to 
finalise the ongoing projects. The 
joint committee will meet every 
two years alternatively in India 
and Jordan. 

The three-member delegation 
from India was led by Dr. M. 
Ramaiah, the director of the Str- 
uctural Engineering Research 
Centre in Madras, and comprised 
Dr. M. Aslara, a scientist from the 
Central Building Research Ins- 
titute and Mr. B.C. Sharma, a sci- 
entist from the Council of Sci- 
entific and Industrial Research in 
New Delhi. Hie delegation arr- 
ived in Jordan on April 26, to sign 
the protocol and to finalise the. 
work plan for the next two years. 


. During their stay fhe delegation 
met Minister of Planning Abd- 
ullah N so lit. Ministry of Industry 
and Trade Under-Secretary Ibr- 
ahim Badran, Jordan Electricity 
A uthorify Director General Moh- 
ammad Arafah and senior officials 
of the Ministry of Public Works 
and directors of the Royal Sci- 
entific Society. 

The five-year protocol agr- 
eement was signed by Dr. M. 
Ramaiah and RSS President Fak- 
h redd in Daghestani. 

The signing of the protocol agr- 
eement was attended by Mr. San- 
toshi, the ambassador of India to 
Jordan, members of the Indian 
delegation and directors of var- 
ious RSS department.

Reflections of Goedike’s ‘joie de vivre’ on canvas

AMMAN — it does not take a 
great efforr to discover “!e joie de 
vivre" in the paintings of Shirl 
Goedike — often described as the 
happy artist. Whatever way you 
look at it, the prominent Ame- 
rican artist’s work exhibited over 
the last two weeks at the Jordan 
National Gallery, strikes you as an 
authentic characterisation of "the 
joy of life" you experience in his 
pictures. . 

In a unique style developed by 
his own individual approach, 
Goedike delivers not only a work 
. of an but an atmosphere of gaiety 
in a variety of images. His realism 
■ is not that of classic art as we know 
it, but a combination of what he 
sees and what be feels. Here again, 
one cannot describe him as an 
- impressionist. 

His paintings, unlike those of 
impressiomsLs, evolved from abs- 
tract ion and not the other way 
around. Hc strives to be different 
and unique — that is simply him- 
self. 

Goedike, 60, displays the same ■ 
vivifl-tt^'iisparency in his oils- and 
his watercolours. In a uniform 
way, he paints people, bus stops, 
cars, coffee shops and landscapes 
— ail manifesting each in its own 
way. the joy of living. - - 

VI am not concerned with 


death," he says, “I see life in my 
own perspective and it is joyful 
with all its goods and bads." 

Goedike who visits Jordan for 
the first time, divides his life bet-, 
ween California in the United Sta- 
tes and the French Riviera in Sou- 
thern France. He lives six months 
a year in each place. - 

He cites “a similarity in the 
light," between Los Angeles and 
Amman. "Driving through the 
hills here, it reminds me of Sou- 
thern California,” he said. 

“Paradise” 

“Jordan is paradise for a pain ter 
of my persuasion,” Goedike said. 
He spent the last two weeks tou- 
ring Jordan and drawing sketches 
[n Petra, Aqaba, Jerash, Salt, the 
Jordan Valley and Wadi Rum. 

The artist intends to compile an 
exhibition of his works on Jordan. 
He said be will return to Jordan in 
October to continue making stu- 
dies ou subjects that interested 
hi*. “I am interested in tbe old as 
well as the new... perhaps the 
combination of these two is what 
appeals to me ” he said. . 

Explaining his approach to pai- 
nting, Goetfike believes that -an 
artist's work "should be the mirror 
of his time.” In a way, he works, 
tike a journalist; he keeps his eyes' 
as well as his mind open to. grasp 
everything around him; light, 
sound, smell and feeling. 


Describing his works, the artists 
cites an element of impressionism 
“but very contemporary in con- 
ception." “The photographic 
images in my daily life delivered 
by the media has influenced my 
life. For me the composition is 
very important," he said.

Like a journalist, he visits places 
and documents them without any 
preconceived ideas and without 
overplaying a scene on the exp- 
ense of playing down the other in 
his works." “Art is not a pro- 
fession... it is a way of life and 
throughout, our philosophy is 
conditioned, the artist said. 

Before beginning his work on a 
painting, Goedike prepares many 
sketches — hundreds sometimes 
— and refers to photographs he 
had taken for a particular scene, to 
refresh his memory and to rec- 
reate his experiences. After that, 
he puls away everything and pai- 
nts from memory. “There are 
ways to recreate experiences in 
paint in a way that gives these exp- 
eriences another dimension... one" 
that is eternally alive,"he said. 

. Expressing ideas 

The subject is of true imp- 
ortance to him and what he puts 
on canvas is a combination of what 



he sees and what he feels. “The 
artist will succeed or fail to the 
.degree he is capable to respond to 
the subject,., otherwise, it will be 
superficial,” he added. His pic- 
tures strike you first as expressing 
ideas, then comes the aesthetics of 
the work; colour, form, and str- 
ucture which are all "supportive of 
the idea". 

Goedike is the only artist so far 
to be invited to exhibit his works in 
the Elysee Presidential Palace in 
Paris. French President Francois 
Mitterrand, who inaugurated his 


exhibition in Feb. 1983, selected a 
number of his works to be exh- 
ibited in national museums and 
one to go to the Louvre. 

Mitterrand’s chief of security 
Christian Prouteau attended the 
inauguration of Goedike’s works 
at the Jordan National Gallery on 
April 17. The exhibition ended 
Monday. Since 1955 the artist 
exhibited about 45 times thr- 
oughout the U.S. and other cou- 
ntries. He exhibits every other 
year in his "Coekerr Gallery" in 
New York. 



Hussein reiterates call

Arab environmentalists call for regional 
legislation, strategy to combat pollution 

Development plans

AMMAN — The three-day mee- 
tings of Lhe Arab Standing Com- 
mittee for Monitoring and Fig- 
hting Environmental Pollution 
concluded Tuesday. During the 
meetings, conferees discussed 
environmental issues of des- 
ertification, rubbish disposal, mar : 
ine pollution, the disposal of toxic 
chemicals, marsh lands, the env- 
ironment in the Red-Sea and 
Arab environmental conditions 
up to the year 2000. 

The meeting, which was org- 
anised by the Arab League Edu- 
cational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation (ALESCO) in coo- 

S : ration with the Environment 
epanment at the Ministry of 
Municipal and Rural Affairs and 
the Environment, called for imp- 
lementing a regional strategy to 
protect the Arab environment. 


The participants pointed out the 
importance of the World Health 
Organisation (WHO) in offering 
needed scientific information to 
Arab environmental pollution sta- 
tions. They also stressed that env- 
ironmental conditions should be 
taken into account when dev- 
elopment plans are implemented 
in order to protect the env- 
ironment from further pollution. 

Addressing the closing session. 
Dr. Soufian Al Tal. director of the 
Environment Department at the 
ministry, called on ALESCO to 
prepare “legislative motions for 
environmental protection in the 
Arab World in order thatsuch leg- 
islation could upgrade current 
laws.” 

Mr. Tai stressed that an env- 
ironmental standard project sho- 
uld be executed and that the Uni- 
ted Nations* 1 Environment Pro- 


gramme (UNEP) and its regional 
offices should increase their coo- 
peration with the Arab Standing 
Committee for Monitoring and 
Fighting Environmental Pol- 
lution. 

During their four-day meetings 
at the Yarmouk University Lia- 
ison Office, Dr. Tal presented a 
working paper discussing the role 
of ihe Arab committee and a reg- 
ional strategy for combatting env- 
ironmental pollution as well as the 
Jordanian experience in fighting 
pollution. 

Another paper on “Env- 
ironmental Planning,” prepared 
by Dr. Ay man A I Habal from the 
Syrian Scientific Research Centre, 
discussed the importance of env- 
ironmental planning and its effect 
on development plans. 

Participants from Kuwait, Mor- 
occo and Algeria also presented 
reports on their countries' exp- 
eriences in environmental pol- 
lution and protection. 


VTC introduces theoretical, practical 


tests to assess skill levels of workers

AMMAN — After a couple of 
years 0 f preparation work, which 
has included field research, job 
description and classification, and 
preparation of tests, the Voc-. 
ational Training Corporation 
( VTC) is now applying these tests 
on an experimental basis to ide- 
ntify skill levels of workers. 

The project, which started in 
February, is directed mainly at the 
industrial sector, at least for the 
time being, according to VTC Pre- 
sident Munther AI Masri. He exp- 
lained to the Jordan Times that 
this sector has been divided, for 
practicality, into eight groups of 
occupations, three of which have- 
been given the priority for the pre- 
sent time; the mechanical, ele- 
ctrical and construction groups. 
These three groups cover, in fact, 
the great majority of workers in 
Jordan. 

So far. the project has started 
only with the mechhical group, 
while tests for the electrical groups 
are expected to start in June, lea- 
ving the construction group for 
next January. 

The screening of labourers. Dr. 
AI Masri explained, includes ana- 
lysis, classification, job des- 
cription and tests. "We are pre- 
sently in an experimental stage 
with the mechanical group, which 
covers 80 jobs", he said. "We are 
learning as well, and improving 
our methods and facilities as we 
go” 

Voluntary screening 

This screening is presently done 


only for those workers who req- 
uire it voluntarily in order to ass- 
ess their own skills and qua- 
lifications, verify their claims and 
receive some kind of certificate 
proving their abilities. “It is esp- 
ecially valuable. Dr. AJ Masri exp- 
lained, "for older people who 
have attained a certain standard of 
position through experience only, 
before vocational training centres 
were in function.” 

The tests are divided into two 
parts, theoretical and practical 
After these tests, the applicants 
can choose to perfect their skills or 
fill in any missing gaps between 
theoretical and factual standards, 
if needed, by joining special upg- 
rading courses offered by the 
VTC. The tests are offered to cra- 
ftsmen, skilled and unskilled wor- 
kers throughout the country reg- 
ardless of nationality, Dr. Ai 
Masri said. 

Experimental period 

He added that this present exp- 
erimental period is essential for 
the corporation itself in order to 
acquire more experience. It is also 
necessary in order to let the idea 
infiltrate among workers. He said 
that the first reports from these 
tests will be committed to him in 
June. “I don't expect a great num- 
ber of applicants at the present”, 
he said. "It will take time for the 
idea to spread". 

Dr. Al Masri added that he exp- 
ects this experimental stage to lasu 
at the most, two years, but hop- 
efully less, after which this scr- 
eening will become, customary 
procedure, through gradual cho- 
ice of priority areas. "We expect 


that these tests will become man- 
datory for the new workers ent- 
ering the labour field,” he exp- 
lained, “and they will be required 
to either pass or join a recruiting 
training programme, or to pass the 
minimum requirements in the 
tests." 

“ Perhaps", he added, “ this pro- 
cedure will also apply to already 
employed workers, giving them a 
certain period of time to fUI in any 
gaps the tests may reveal. But this 
will not depend on the VTC only, 
as much as on the Ministry of Lab- 
our and the different trade uni- 
ons". 

Presently, all tests are done at 
the various VTC centres around 
the country. Whenever particular 
equipment is required for certain 
skills, however, arrangements 
may need to be made with emp- 
loyees to have ihe practical tests 
done at their place. 

Dr. AI Masri added that VTC 
might decide to have one of these 
tests conducted in cooperation 
with the trade unions. "Then such 
project would really be valuable," 
he said. “It will help ihe employers 
and workers alike, either when Lhe 
workers first join a company or 
when they move from one job to 
another, it will facilitate?, in other 
words, the mobility of workers, 
both on a horizontal and a vertical 
level. The system of job upg- 
rading. in facL. will become more 
standardized according to a rec- 
ognised basis", he added. 

He said these present and future 
benefits are a reason why trade 
unions and employees, as well as 
the government, are supporting 
this VTC project throughout the 
Kingdom. 
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Democracy in action 

THE Lower House of Parliament on Monday gave t|pe gov- 
ernment of Mr. Zaid Rifai an overwhelming vote of confidence. 
But important as it is, the vote can only be the beginning of a 
democratic process which we all hope will follow from here. 

Those honourable gentlemen of the House who heaped both 
criticism and praise at the government’s policy statement dur- 
ing Monday’s debate have only done that ranch in advancing 
the concept of democratic exchange in this country. Ahead of 
them lies much more that can be said and done in guiding the 
government and people towards our common objectives for a 
better life and true security for the coming generations.

But we are especially pleased by his 
promise that the parliament’s time of recess will be shortened 
in order to allow for more parliamentary debates of laws and 
legislation and issues of interest to the country and its people. It 
is during such debates that. -we hope democratic practices can . 
be initiated and strengthened; and it istjbenwheo we should 
know that our political system is wor^gpgiand flourishing. .

Al Ra'i: For fruitful cooperation 

NOW THAT the government of Prime Minister Zaid Al .Rifai has 
won parliament’s confidence, it will certainly embark on its mission 
with a stronger momentum. The various deputies who spoke at 
Monday's parliament session voiced their confidence in the gov- 
ernment and pledged to help it carry out its reform programmes. Of 
course some did make remarks about certain issues that should be 
tackled in cooperation between the legislative, and executive aut- 
horities. But these remarks were understood by the prime minister 
and he promised to show actions rather rhan make statements in 
reply to them. 

The most significant points which the deputies and the prime 
minister agreed on included: measures to safeguard the steadfastness 
of the Arab population in the occupied Arab territories, endeavours 
ro reestablish Arab solidarity and the work at home to revitalise the 
economy and guarantee freedoms. Of all that was said at the session, 
one can come up with conclusion that national unity is being str- 
engthened and that every thing possible is being done to pave the way 
for a fruitful cooperation between parliament and government for 
the sake of serving national interests. 

Al Diistour: Expecting much 
from government 

THE VOTE of confidence: for the new government reflects the 
deputies’ reliance on this government to implement the programme 
of its policy statement to parliament on April 1 7, and in accordance 
with the directives of King Hussein in his letter of designation to Mr. 
Zaid Al Rifai. 

A quick look at the speeches delivered Monday during the con- 
fidence session reveals that they all reflect the great hopes and 
aspirations they attach to the new government and its programmes at 
a very critical lime in Jordan's history.

Deputy Yousef Al Adem

Mr. Adem also said that a sec- 
ure situation in the country is the 
foundation for an economic boom 
and for increasing education and 
for industrial progress.

Mubaslat 
(Nablus) called on the gov- 
ernment to keep parliament inf- 
ormed at all times regarding gov- 
ernment plans and imp- 
: fomentation timetables and esp- 
ecially its plans for social justice, 
equal opportunities and support 
for tbe inhabitants in the occupied 
territories. 

He also called for the dev- 
elopment of agriculture, more 
emphasis on exploiting natural 
resources, foe development of 
education and providing foe Jor- 
danian Armed Forces with better 
arms and training. 

Mr. Mubaslat concluded by voi- 
cing his vote of confidence in the 
government. 

Hefthi Melhis 

Deputy Hefthi Melhis (Nablus) 
gave his vote of confidence in the 
government and called for con- 
tinuous support for foe residents 
.of tbe West Bank and Gaza Strip. 
“I request foe new cabinet to take 
further steps to facilitate tra- 
• veiling procedures to the East 
Bank for our families in the occ- 
upied territories,” he said. 

Mr. Melhis also denounced a 
trend in the country to construct 
luxurious buildings. He said that 
buildings represent a burden on 
the country’s economy while the 
■money could be invested fn agr- 
icultural and development pro- 
jects. 



Mnsbah Kazan 

Deputy Musbah Kazan (Jer- 
usalem) stressed that Arab cit- 
izens living in the West-Bank sho- 
uld be granted more than a one- 
month residence permit once they 
enter Iordan via the bridges. He 
added that limiting their stay in 
Jordan has not helped tq reduce 
the number of West-Bank citizens 
who are emigrating. 

Deputy Kazan raised the issue 
of establ ishing a post-office at the 
East-Bank bridge to offer fac- 
ilities for West-Bank citizens to 
send (heir mail once they have 
crossed the birdge into Jordan. 

Another issue he said is the fact 
that West-Bank Arab students 
and youth have to consult “the 
follow-up department”. Some 
even can not manage to enter the 


East-Bank be added. This has aff- 
ected the enrollment of Strudents 
in Jordanian and other, uni- 
versities, especially since the occ- 
upation authorities protabii foe 
entry of those who have teft the 
West-Bank for more than one 
month, he said. 

Mr. Kazem voiced hope that foe 
new government will be-.able to 
tackle and abolish these res- 
trictions and thereby, facilitate foe 
entry and stay of West-Bank cit- 
izens in Jordan. 

Mr. Kazem concluded his spe- 
ech by giving his vote of con- 
fidence in the government, 

Daond Suleiman Daoud 

Deputy Daoud Suleiman 
Daoud (Jerusalem) called on the 
government to guarantee foe basic 
needs for the success of the new 
five-year plan for 1986-1990. 

He said the basic enters should 
be “equality between all sectors of 
society, faang local manpower 
problems, which might result from 
miscalculations, and supporting 
the Jordanian Armed Forces”. 

Mr. Daoud stressed that pro- 
cedures for “East-West Bank bri- 
dges' crossing have to be rec- 
onsidered” inorder to get rid of 
the negative aspects while mai- 
ntaining the “positive” ones. 

He stressed the need for com- 
prehensive development plans to 
face the Israeli occupation's mea- 
sures which aim at “confiscating 
our lands” and “forcing people to 
emigrate”. 

“Touristic sites, historical pla- 
ces and the Holy-Land” which 
'managed to restore Arab identity 
.under the Israeli occupation sho- 
uld be supported through ade- 
quate financial support. Mr. 
Daoud said. 

The civil service apparatus ser- 
vices should be improved to eli- 
minate “routine procedure,'' he 
added. 

He went on to say that the inf- 
ormation policy in Jordan should 
take into consideration the- con- 
ditions of “our families who- are 
living -under Israeli occupation" 
through helping them to ove- 
rcome Israel's tyranny and inf- 
ormation plans. 

Mr. Daoud said that the gov- 
ernment should support the agr- 
icultural sector in the occupied 
West Bank through exempting foe 
products from taxes and by fin- 
ancially supporting Arab fanners. 

He emphasised the importance 
of reenacting the abolished travel 
law between foe occupied West 
Bank to Egypt via foe Gaza Strip 
and said foat such a facility would 
allow Arab citizens to visit their 
families in Egypt more easOy- 
Mr. Daoud gave his vote of con- 
fidence in the new government. 

Ahmad Kofahi 

Deputy Ahmad Kofahi (Irbid) 
said in his speech that although the 
government has pledged to tackle 
many internal and external pro- 
blems. it has ignored the issue of 
establishing a higher committee 
for national guidance and a policy 
for “combating corruption in foe 
administrative system.” . 

He said: “These are basic nec- 
essities that are indispensible." 

In his address to the House, Dr. 
Kofahi, who withheld his vote of 
confidence in the government, 
said “citizens’ freedom is the most 
important right which is linked to 
man's humanity. It is the gov- 
ernment’s duty to protea this fre- 
edom and encourage people to 
demand it.” 

He expressed foe need for sup- 
porting the armed forces, training 
people to struggle and for solving 
the economic and agricultural 
problems by fighting illegal pro- 
fiting. 

“We should work to retrieve 
our funds from foreign banks and 
redirect expatriate remittances to 
be invested in development and 
economic projects in the Kin- 
gdom,” he said. 

He called on foe government to 
get acquainted with problems fac- 
ing Jordanian expatriates and to 
defend their interests and protea 
them from any harm. 

Dr. Kofahi praised the gov- 
ernment for seeking to reduce 
rules and regulations complicating 
governmental procedures, par- 
ticularly those requiring citizens to 
travel from rural areas to the cap- 
ital. 

He emphasised foe importance 
of diversifying sources of income 
for the government and con- 
centrating on extracting minerals 
and developing the local gov- 
ernment system. 

On the Palestinian question. 
Dr. Kofahi urged foe government 
to consider the issue a concern of 
all Muslims and to educate the nat- 
ion to struggle. 

“Il is necessary to rear people 
on Islam's teachings and pri- 
nciples at all levels. He pointed 
out the importance of giving spe- 
cial attention to youth. 

Commenting on foe media in 
the country. Dr. Kofahi said “our 
media is the reason behind many 
negative attitudes that prevailed 
in our country through the radio, 
television and other means which 
encourage evil tendencies. 

He called for the Islamisation of 
education and its curriculum str- 
essing "the necessity to stop doer 
du cation at all stages. 
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Nazih A mmar in 

In his speech. Deputy Nazih 
Ammarin (Karalc) called for inc- 
reased support for the Armed 
Faroes to protect ^e country ancl' 
to preserve its sovereignty and 
independence. He endorsed the 
government's decision to suppon 
Arabs in the occupied territories 
and moves to strengthen inter- 
Arab relations. 

He encouraged the government 
in itsendeavour to revitalise the 
private sector and urged private 
enterprises to increase their inv- 
estments side by side with the pub- 
lic sector. 

“We believe that reducing fin- 
ancial, tax and administrative res- 
trictions will lead to more efforts 
to increase the national product, 
hence increasing the country’s 
income,’’ Dr. Ammarin said. 
“However,” he continued, “the 
initiative should come from the 
government.” 

He called on the Ministry of 
Industry and Trade to supervise 
commercial companies and to ass- 
ign the Audit Bureau to control 
these companies' budgets and to 


unveil illegal transactions or vio- 
lations. 

Commenting on the situation in 
die agricultural sector. Dr. Amm- 
arin said Jordan imported JD 200 
million worth of food in 1984, 
-.while exports of produce did not 
exceed JD 40 million^ “This 
means our agricultural produce 
does not cover more than 20 per 
cent of our needs" he said, urging 
the government to give priority to 
•the agricultural sector in order to 
provide greater food security. 


Salman AI Qudat 


Deputy. Salman A{._Qudat 
(Irbid) gave his vote of confidence 
’ in the new government although 
- he said .there- were several crucial 
. issues the new government should 
take into consideration. 

~ He called for a special ass- 
r ‘-essment of the Jordanian Armed 
" _■ Forces which he said represents 
the “shield* of the country.

* alising political parties, as sti- 
pulated in the Jordanian con-

. eaten public security and as long 
they do not import t 



Edward K harms 

In his speech, deputy Edward 
Khamis (Bethlehem) urged the 
government to scrutinise the adm- 
inistration of the Ministry of Occ- 
upied Territories Affairs which he 
said “has become a stock market 
for brokers" in the occupied West 
Bank. 

“I suggest that all its tra- 
nsactions should be under the con- 
trol of the Audit Bureau and to 
form control committees from the 
government to operate in the 
west Bank,” Mr. Khamis said. 

He charged that “funds all- 
ocated to finance institutions, uni- 
versities and other establishments 
in the West Bank also went to 
phantom institutions without any 
control." 

Referring to travel problems to 
and from the occupied West Bank, 
deputy Khamis criticised pro- 
cedures on the King Hussein bri- 
dge saying “workers coming to 
Jordan from the West Bank sho- 
uld have the priority over lab- 
ourers of foreign nationalities who 
are allowed to work freely in the 
Kingdom. 

On education. Mr. Khamis said 
the Ministry of Education ‘“acted 
in haste when seeking to imp- 
lement the secondary stage exa- 
mination test law." The law sti-’ 
pulaied that students of the third 
preparatory phase would have to 
pass a test after which 60 per cent 
of males and 70 per cent of-fein- 
ales would be admitted to the Sec-' 
ondary stage. The rest would be 
forced to take up non-academic 
careers according to the law. - 

He called on die government to 
postpone the implementation of 
the law and said: “I fear this law 
will make students in the occupied 
West Bank work as labourers in 
Israeli settlements." . 

In his reply speech, Prime Min- 
ister Zaid Rifal assured deputies 
that he had issued orders to rem- 
ove all inconveniences related to 
.the law. 

On agriculture, Mr. Khamis 
said the Jordanian market was 
flooded with olive oil which the 
government imported from abr- 
oad, besides the quantities of olive 
oil which entered the market from 
the West Bank. He said the gov- 
ernment’s imports of olive oil 
harmed West Bank farmers. “I 
call on the government to find an 
immediate solution to this pro- 
blem,” he said. 


Commenting on passport laws, 
he said the existing laws “have 
become outdated after so many 
amendments." He suggested the 
formulation of a new Jaw for pas- 
sports which would guaran tee the - 
easy obtamemeat and renewal of 
passports and which would reduce 
complications in the existing laws. - 

He also called for an ame- 
ndment to municipal council laws 
in order to give mayors more aut- 
hority to implement development 
projects without delay. 

On the issue of Jordanian exp- 
atriates working abroad, he exp- 
ressed hope that die government 
will work towards “establishing a 
bridge of trust" with them, esp- 
ecially those in Latin America, to 
.encourage them utilise-their exp- 
ertise and invest their money in 
the Kingdom. 

In the field of industry, he pro- 
posed that the government should 
urge industrialists and traders to 
establish a joint office in coo- 
peration with the Ministry of Ind- 
ustry and Trade to market agr- 
icultural and industrial products 
and to open new markets in Africa 
“where Israel puts all its weight.” 

The media and the freedom of 
the press was also one of the issues 
mentioned by Mr. Khamis. He cal- 
led on the government “to respect 
the law of the Jordan Journalists' 
Association in its implementation 
and to give more freedom of opi- 
nion within the limits of the con- 
stitution." 

He praised the new gov- 
ernment’s step towards str- 
engthening cooperation between 
the legislative and executive bra- 
nches in the country by est- 
ablishing a ministry for par- 
liamentary affairs. 

On foreign policy issues, he 
said: “I am confident the new gov- 
ernment will work to strengthen 
relations with other countries 
mainly regarding the peace moves 
in the aftermath of the 
Jordan ian-Paiestinian agreement. 



Khalid AJ Fayad 

■ Deputy Khalid A1 Fayad (Nab- 
lus) said that the speech he would 
present had been prepared by 
Deputy Sharif Ai Qubaj (Nablus)* 
Deputy Sad AI Yunis (Tul- 
karem) and himself. 

Mr. Fayad hailed the gov- 
ernment’s new step to establish 
the Ministry of State for Par- 
liamentary Affairs. 

He called on the government to 
issue a general amnesty, to return 
all confiscated passports and to 
issue Jordanian passports to wives 
of Jordanian citizens who carry 
Palestinian identity cards and who 
have receqtly returned to the Kin- 

t dom after the Israeli invasion of 
outh Lebanon. 

Mr. Fayad expressed his hope 
that the new government would be 
able to cater for the welfare of cit- 


izens, since the government's sta- 
ted policy is based on granting 
‘ “freedom" to all citizens. 

He stressed that .the Jordanian 
Armed Forces and the Public Sec- 
urity Department should be given 
more support, since he said these 
two vital institutions are “pro- 
tecting our country* and people.” 

Mr. . Fayad' suggested that mil- 
itary service should be limited to 
one year instead of two, which he 
said would reduce expenses and 
'efforts, especially since the Peo- 
ple’s Army project will soon mat- 
erialise. _ 

He voiced his agreement with 
the new government's economic 
and financial policy, but he poi- 
nted out that such a policy should 
be well-balanced taking into con- 
sideration the general welfare of 
consumers and merchants. 

“The agricultural sector should 
be given due attention, especially 
since farmers have “lost hope in 
reviving their sector”, he added. 

Concerning the government's 
new policy to explore Jordan's 
mineral potential, Mr. Fayad pra- 
ised such an initiative but called on 
the government to employ local 
and Arab expertise instead of for- 
eign companies. He said that for- 
eign companies have come up with 
nothing, -whreas, it was Jordanian 
expertise which prospected for 
and struck oil at Hamzeh oil field. 

“Social security", he said, 
should be supported and should 
be extended to reach all sectors of 
society, especially those who live 
under poverty line. 

He suggested that inv- 
estigations into individual cases 
of prisoners should be encouraged 
in order to establish the reasons 
behind the crime. This, he said, 
falls within the context of “social 
security”. 

He suggested that wives of pri- 
soners should be allowed to visit 
their husbands and that they sho- 
uld have “legal privacy", since 
such matters are of great imp- 
ortance to the social welfare of our 
society, Mr. Fayad pointed out. 

He then called on the gov- 
ernment to extend the residence 
permit period for West-Bank cit- 
izens who arrive in Jordan from 
one month to three months for all 
those under 40 years of age. For 
those above 40, he said, their per- 
iod of residence in Jordan should 
be limitless. 

Mr. Fayad stressed that a joint 
Jordanian- Palestinian committee 
should be established to offer fin- 
ancial support to all municipal 
employees working in the edu- 
cation,' agriculture and health-sec- 
tors. Hesaidihat this would imp- 
rove services to citizens in the 
1967 occupied territories. 

Mr. Fayad concluded by giving 
his vote of confidence in the new 
government. 

Abdul Baqi Janunoh 

Deputy Sheikh Abdul Baqi 
Jamraoh (Zarqa, Chechens) said 
he had studied the policy sta- 
tement of Prime Minister Zaid Ai 
Rifai and ajuld not find anything 
more to add to it but to wish the 
new government success in ach- 
ieving what it pledged to carry out.

Soviet victory over Nazis still topical

MOSCOW — It is called the 
Great Patriotic War here and ihe 
pride in the Soviet victory over the 
Nazi war machine still covers this 
nation today. 

“There wasn’t a family that 
didn't suffer,” Soviets often say. 
“Twenty million died." 

The phrases have been repeated 
in literature and at virtually every 
public event in the four decades 
since Victory Day, rising to a new 
crescendo with the approach of 
the 40th anniversary. 

The words may be dulling to an 
outsider, but they bespeak a deep 
emotion wrought by huge per- 
sonal losses and kept alive for a 
new generation. 

The War hit harder here than in 
occupied France, or battling Bri-. 
tain. In the western republic of. 


Byelorussia, it killed one in every 
four people 

As evacuees fled east to Siberia 
and industry moved behind the 
Ural Mountains, the war engulfed 
the vast country. 

Svetlana Alexiyevich. author of 
a collection of memoirs of women 
war veterans, was bom four years 
after Victory Day but she feels the 
scars of the war. 

In her native Byelorussia, she 
said in an interview that lilac and 
apple trees growing wild are the 
only reminder that there were 
once carefully tended orchards in 
villages razed by the Nazis. 

At her sister's recent wedding, 
her relatives were outnumbered 
by the groom's family from the 
Ukraine, where the war hit less 
hard. The reminder that many 
were missing because they died in 
the war brought tears to what oth- 


erwise would have befen a happy 
gathering. 

"We are not a militaristic cou- 
ntry," she said. “But among us 
there was not a single person, even 
a child, who was not touched by 
the war ... the war went through 
everybody. 

“'Let’s not talk about the cou- 
ntry in the political aspect," she 
said. “Let's imagine it is families 
on holidays. Everybody geis tog- 
ether, and sees many are missing, 
not because they died and got old. 
but because of the war. 

“My father's eyes sometimes 
get sad,” she continued. “He 
remembers that he doesn't have 
two brothers, that they would 
have had families. My mother 
cries still that her mother died, 
perhaps she wouldhave lived to be 
80 and seen her grandchildren.” 

The powerful memories help 


reinforce patriotism. 

Ms. Alexiyevich recounted how 
a woman in- wartime Stalingrad 
(now Volgograd) tended two 
wounded soldiers — one Soviet, 
the other German — and pre- 
vented them from killing each 
other. 

“The basis of our victory is that 
we were people," she concluded. 
“Maybe the Germans were better 
soldiers and had better arms, but 
we were better people, which is 
why we beat them.” 

Yet Ms, Alexiyevich's book 
“War Has no Woman’s Face," 
based on interviews with 700 
women veterans over five years, 
has been popular with young and 
old since appearing in 1983. 

Asked why, she said the young 
are interested in the personal, 
emotional accounts the book pro- 
vides. 


owners are paying the government 
too much, as if they are re-buying 
their own homes, and urged the 
government to reconsider the 
newly imposed taxes and fees. 

“I call on the government to lift 
injustices done to a great number 
of people through martial law and 
without due recourse to con- 
stitutional laws or other reg- 
ulations,” Sheikh Jammoh said. 
He said that many people’s int- 
erests have been damaged thr- 
ough application of martial law 
specially farmers who used to cul- 
tivate crops on 3000 dunums of 
land around King Tala] Dam. He 
called on the new government to 
re-examine the cases of these far- 
mers and lift the injustice. 

Referring to the Ministry of 
Communications, Sheikh Jam- 
moh said that this ministry which 
lay dormant for so many years 
suddenly came alive and began 
charging people fees for telephone 
conversations that had never been 
made. 

He said that the ministry imp- 
oses exorbitant charges on sub- 
scribers for imaginable telephone 
conversations that they made with 
several foreign nations, and it cla- 
ims that such conversations were 
registered by the computer. This 
computer should be returned to its 
manufacturer because it is faulty 
and needs repair and because it 
has been transformed into a thief 
in our country. Sheikh Jammoh 
said. 

On inter-Arab relations Sheikh 


Jammoh said that the Arabs sho- 
uld return to Islam, and in it they 
can find real unity. “Had the 
Arabs been united in Islam the 
Iran-Iraq way woifid not have las- 
ted for such a long time," he said. 

He called on the House to issue 
a statement supporting the res- 
olutions of the Islamic conference 
which was held in Baghdad on. 
April 25 and attended by 300 
Muslim scholars who passed una- 
nimous resolutions on the war. He 
said that the Iranian ruler^ still 
refuse to make peace with Iraq 
and persist in actions leading to 
more bloodshed and destruction. 

Sheikh Jammoh expressed app- 
reciation of Arab countries which 
have been honouring their fin- 
ancial commitments to Jordan and 
have continued to extend ass- 
istance to this country. He urged 
other Arab countries to ex lend 
assistance to the Jordanians and 
Palestinians to strengthen their 
steadfastness “in the face of the 
Zionist occupation of Arab land". 

Hafed Abdul Nabi 

Deputy -Hafed Abdul Nabi 
(Nablus) gave no vote of con- 
fidence in the new government 
whose policy statement, he said, 
was Integral and tackled every 
possible issue. However. Mr. 
Abdul Nabi stressed the necessity 
to preserve and maintain religious 
sites in the West Bank, especially 
the mosques in cities of Jerusalem 
and Hebron.

Tubbs dethrones Page 


BUFFALO. New York (R) — 
Unbeaten but lightly regarded 
Tony Tubbs scored a unanimous 
15-round upset decision Monday 
night over fellow American Greg 
Page to win the eWorld Boxing 
Association (WBA) heavyweight 
championship. 

Tubbs, ranked seventh in the 
WBA standings and a three-time 
loser to Page while the two were 
amateurs, won his title in a lac- 
klustre fight which had the crowd 
of about 8,000 booing lustily to 
demand more action. 

Tubbs, who had never gone 15 
rounds, blamed the dull fight on 

Page. 

“You can’t win in 15 by dan- 
cing.” Tubbs said. “The champ 
has got to fight- Page was in there 
throwing shots but not landing any 
blows." 

Page, who said he injured his 
hand in the second round, con- 
gratulated Tubbs but said he was 
not finished as a fighter. 

“It’s another setback, but not 
that bad.” he said. 

Tubbs appeared to be ji better 
shape than Page, who had an 
ample roll of fat around his mid- 
section and was often slow of foot 
as the two fighters staggered thr- 
ough the final five rounds. 

It was Page’s fourth loss in 24 
fights and the first since he took 


the title from South Africa’s Ger- 
tie Coetzee last December. Tubbs 
was considered a relatively unt- 
ested fighter .whose main victory 
was over James ‘Bonec rusher’ 
Smith. 

In one of the two other fighd on 
the card. Hector ‘Macho' Cam- 
acho of Puerto Rico scored a 
12-round decision against Mex- 
ico's Rogue Montoya for the 
North American Boxing Fed- 
eration (NABF) lightweight cha- 
mpionship - 

In the other bout; Tim Wit- 
herspoon knocked out fellow 
American James Broad at 2:35 of 
the second round to win the 
NABFs heavyweight crown. 

Witherspoon stunned Broad, 
the current NABF champion, with 
a chopping right band m the sec- 
ond round. Witherspoon quickly 
followed with a series of right and 
left hands that dropped the 261- 
pound Broad. 

Camacho scored a unanimous 
12-round decision over Montoya 
but left doubts as to whether his 
jump to the lightweight division 
will prove successful. 

Camacho, who has already sig- 
ned to meet Jose Luis Rivera, the 
WBA lightweight champion, 
pummelled Montoya from start to 
finish but was unable to put the 
light-hitting Mexican away. 


Nigeria to back any 
all-Africa sports boycott 


WELLINGTON (R) — Nigerian 
External Affairs Minister Ibrahim 
Gambari said Tuesday his gov- 
ernment would back any sports 
boycott by Black African cou- 
ntries over New Zealand's pla- 
nned rugby tour of South Africa. 

Gambari told reporters a boy- 
cott by the Organisation of Afr- 
ican Unity (OAU) was still pos- 
sible despite the New Zealand 
government’s strong opposition to 
the lour.

Castles rally expected to 
shatter desert

AMMAN — The timeless sands of 
the Jordanian desert will wake up 
to the thunderous roar of powerful 
rally cars and the tranquillity of 
centuries-old castles will be sha- 
ttered on Friday when the Rot- 
hmans Desert Castles Rally — the 
second rallying event of the year 
— gets under way. 

As the deadline for entries drew 
to a dose on Tuesday, most of the 
seasoned drivers in Jordan had 
ensured their participation in the 
continuing race for this year’s Nat- 
ional Rally Championships, org- 
anised by the Royal Automobile 
Club (RAC) of Jordan. No lesser 
than 25 cars are expected to speed 
off at 9 a.m. on Friday at one- 
minute intervals from the RAC 
premises near the Eighth Circle 
towards the Omayad Castle at 
Kharanah, some 80 kilometres 
southeast of Amman, through the 
highway to Queen Alia Airport 
and taking the Madaba int- 
ersection, bypassing Sahab. 

The event involves total of 440 
kilometres including road sections 
and - special stages through the 
desert. The total distance to be 
covered in three special stages, 
which the cars have to manoeuvre 
through twice on Friday, is about 
110 kilometres, according to 
Samir Jarrar, assistant chief mar- 
shall of the rally. 

The Desert Castles Rally, pro- 
mptly named as such because of 
the three special stages in the des- 
ert terrain between the eighth- 
century Qasr A1 Kharanah and 
Qasr Atnra, promises to be one of 
the most exciting events of the 
year for motor sport enthusiasts in 
Jordan, Mr. Jarrar said. 

Mr. Jarrar, administrative man- 
ager of the RAC pointed out that 
while the Jerash Rally, the -first 
rallying event of the year, involved 
mostly steep, climbing roads thr- 
-ough the mountainside near Dib- 
bin before reaching the ancient 
Roman city of Jerash in the north, 
the Desert Castles Rally is on 
plain desen tracks where the dri- 
vers could test their driving skills 
in speeding and the machine 
power of their vehicles in wit- 
hstanding the gruelling race thr- 
ough the dusty desert tracks. 

The desen terrain involved in- 
Friday’s event involves 8.7 kil- • 
ometres in the first stage between 
Qasr AI Kharanah to a point in the 
wilderness of sand dunes. 15.8 
kilometres in the second special 
stage on the way from the desert 
point to Qasr Anna — an ancient 
Omayad. hunting lodge — and

12-6 kilometres in the third special 
stage touching the Uweinid Mou- 
ntains on the side of the desert ' 
highway from Mafraq to Azraq. 

The first car is expected to enter 
the first special stage at 10.13 ajm. 
and after manoeuvring through 
the three stages is due back to a 
“regrouping point” at Qasr Al 
Kharanah for a one-hour break, 
half of which could be used for 
servicing and repairs before ent- 
ering a fenced-off enclosure. 

The cars face a re-run on the 
same three stages in the same dir- 
ection before retaining to the 
“regrouping point” on their way 
back to the RAC. The first car is' 
due back at the club at 18:20, Mr. 
Jarrar said. k 

* As usual, the RAC is fully gea- 
red up to maintain its reputation 
of one of the best organisers of 
rallying events, Mr. Jarrar said. 
'More than 50 officials will sup- 
ervise the rally in addition to amb- 
ulances, police and traffic arr- 
angements, a helicopter for eme- 
rgencies and 10 members of the 
Royal Jordanian Radio Amateurs 
Society who will be in charge of 
radio communications. 

Another highlight of Friday’s 
event, Mr. Jarrar said, is that, for 
the first time, Qasr Al Kharanah, 
built by the Omayad caliphs as a 
fortification to maintain ancient 
caravan routes, will be h ummin g 
with sophisticated computer tec- 
hnology of the 20th century. “We 
have located our central computer 
headquarters of the rally inside 
the castle," Mr. Jarrar explained. 
“Also, it will be for the first time 
the castle will be alight with ele- 
ctricity "he added. '•

Nabulsi told die Jordan Times. 
“We’ve been practising through' 
the three special stages involved in 
Friday’s event and. with the exc- 
eption of the first stage, we expea 
that most drivers will do 180 kil- 
ometres an hour.” 

What chances do the drivers 
stand of “getting lost” in the des- 
ert during the rally, she replied: “I 
don’t think anyone will get lost It 
is mostly plain terrain and one 
could always follow the right track 
by keeping a close watch on the 
fluroscent red marks on stones 
throughout the entirety of the 
route.”

LONDON (R) — Equities recovered from their opening lower 
levels on bargain hunting.

“In general, recent treads give 
no grounds for change in the basic 
course of fiscal and monetary pol- 
icy in the European countries and 
Japan," the IMF staff said in a 
. report on the world economic out- 
look. 

The United States has been urg- 
ing its European and Japanese 
trading partners to take measures 
to expand their economies so they 
can be more helpful to Third 
World countries now that the UJS. 
economy is slewing down. 

“It is very important for the 
other industrial nations that are in 
a position to do so to pick up the 
slack. The major nations obv- 
iously are Japan and West Ger- 
many," U.S. Treasury Secretary 
James Baker told a press briefing 
Monday. 

He said sustaining growth will 
be a key issue at this week’s Bonn 
economic summit of the industrial 
democracies. 

But the IMF cautioned against 
excessive stimulus. 

“On many occasions in the past, 
stimulative policies, introduced in 
response to apparent weakness in 
the economy, have had their pri- 
ncipal effect when activity was alr- 
eady recovering strongly,” the 
report added. 

IMF economists also took the 
view that the U.S. economy, while 
slowing from the frenetic growth 
rates of last year, is capable of ach- 
ieving a sustained expansion. 


Their report disputed sug- 
gestions that the 30-month-old 
expansion might be nearing an 
end, an event that could have a 
serious impact mi debtor nations 
which have been relying on exp- 
orts to the giant U5. market to 
keep their economies afloat 

IMF economists estimated that 
after inflation, the U.S. economy 
would grow by 3.4 per cent this 
year, compared with 6.8 per cent 
m 1984. The analysts predicted 
the U.S. economy would expand, 
by three per cent in 1986. 

“On the basis of present evi- 
dence, there are grounds to bel- 
ieve the expansion will continue," 
a senior IMF staff official who 
asked not to be identified said. 

The report also said Third 
World debt problems had eased 
and that developing countries had 
undertaken substantial austerity 
measures to restore order to their 
economies. 

'“These improvements reflea 
the intensity of the adjustment 
undertaken by developing cou- 
ntries, which have been larger and 
-more rapid than had been ant- 
icipated by most observers, and 
the more favourable situation in 
the world economy as a whole," 
the report said. 

The report estimated the global 
economy as a whole wouldgrow 
3.4 per cent after infla tion both 
this year and next. 

The industrial countries are 


expected to grow by 3.0 per cent 
next year, compared with 3.2 per 
cent this year, and 4.9 per cent in 
1984. 

Developing countries are exp- 
ected to grow by 45 per cent in 
1986, compared to four per cent 
this year, the report said. 

It said overall growth in Africa 
would climb to 3.6 per coil next 
year from 2.9 per cent in 1985. 

However, the economists added 
that population growth was exp- 
ected to exceed production in 
many countries of sub-Sahara Afr- 
ica and that on balance poverty 
would continue to increase on the 
African continent 

France to dig 
in heel# over 
monetary reform ^ 

Meanwhile, France is ready to 
dig in its heels at this week's 
seven-nation Bonn summit and 
stall progress on other economic 
issues unless delegates agree to 
have serious talks about monetary 
reform, French government aides 
said. 

Over the past week, senior pre- 
sidential office and finance min- 
istry officials have played down 
prospects of setting a date for 
world trade negotiations, urgently 
sought by Washington. 

Their comments contrasted 
with suggestions in Bonn and Bru- 
ssels that France was. ready to 
agree on a date. 

In a weekend television int- 
erview, President Francois Mit- 
terrand kept his options open. But 
he made clear he would not agree 
to a date for.trade talks unless Pre- 
sident Reagan accepted parallel 


monetary negotiations. 

In pre-summit briefings, off- 
icials were equally cool to U.$. 
calls for accelerated growth in 
Western Europe and to a summit* 
deal on financial cooperation in 
advanced research projects such 
as the U 5. Strategic Defence Ini- 
tiative.

eze again in Bonn.

Institutes forecast more 
jobless in W. Germany 

On the other hand. West Ger- 
many will experience solid, 
export-led economic growth this 
year but it will be insufficient to 
.prevent a further small rise in 
unemployment, five leading eco- 
nomic research institutes said 
Monday. 

In a joint report they forecast 
Gross National Product (GNP), 
the widest measure of economic 
output, would expand by about 
25 per cent, broadly in line with 
last year’s growth of 2.6 per cent. 

Unemployment, which Cha- 
ncellor Helmut Kohl's centre- 
right coalition sees as its main 
economic problem, would edge 
up to an average 22 8 million, or 
9.4 per cent of the workforce, 
from 227 million in 19S4 and 
226 million a year earlier. 

The institutes' growth forecast 
for the largest economy in Europe 
was less optimistic than recent 
predictions by some cabinet min- 
isters, who see it nearer the three 
per cent forecast by the gov- 
ernment’s council of economic, 
advisers six months ago. 

The prediction of slightly higher 
unemployment also clashed with 
official government forecasts that 


jobless queues will shorten this 
year. 

Economics Minister Martin 
Bangemann has said he expects 
unemployment to average around 
220 millio n. 

To combat joblessness and str- 
engthen growth die report urged 
the government to bring forward 
all of a planned 20 billion mark 
($6,4 billion) package of income 
tax cuts to next year instead of 
splitting it between 1986 and 
1988. 

But the finance ministry, which 
has overseen a sharp reduction in 
government borrowing over the 
last three years, restated h would 
have no room for bigger cuts next 
year and could not change the tax 
time-table. 

Excepting unemployment, the 
institutes' forecast was generally 
favourable. 

Recovery would resume after 
being hit by harsh winter weather 
and would probably continue into 
1986. Inflation would stay low at. 
25 per cent. 

But they underlined that much 
of the present upturn was due to 
exports, which have been made 
more competitive by the mark's 
weakness against the dollar. 
Demand from industry and con- 
sumers at home was providing a 
much weaker prop for the eco- 
nomy. 

With the mark expected to stay 
weak, the institutes forecast West 
German exports would increase 
nine per cent and push the trade 
surplus to a record of around 75 
billion marks ($24 billion from 54 
billion marks ($17 3 billion) last 
year.

Algeria to focus on farming 
to reduce dependency 


‘PARIS (R) — Algeria is giving top priority to agriculture ia a new 
five-year plan to reduce its dependence on food imports which cover 
more than half of the country’s needs, the Algerian News Agency 
APS said Monday. 

In a comment monitored in Paris on the current session of the 
ruling National Liberation Front’s central committee, APS said Alg- 
eria must be self-reliant and stop depending on imports. 

In the 1985-89 plan agriculture would have top priority, with an 
emphasis on irrigation and modem fanning, APS said. 

During a visit to the United States earlier last month, an Algerian 
delegation led by President Chadli Benjedid went to see modem 
farms in California and showed particular interest in advanced agr- 
icultural technology. 

APS said the new plan envisaged the development of farming on 
the Algerian high plateaux, where conditions are similar to those in 
California. — 

The committee meeting, opened by Mr. Chadli in Algiers, was also 
examining the results of the 1980-84 plan, Algeria's first, during 
which economic growth averaged six percent a year, excluding the oil 
industry, APS said. 


World Bank to aid Tunisia 
for expanding exports 

WASHINGTON (R) — The World Bank said Monday it has app- 
roved a 17-year $50 million loan for a programme to diversify and 
expand Tunisian exports. 

The bank said in a statement the loan will provide lines of credit to 
three major financial institutions to fund export-oriented projects. 

It said the programme has the long-term goal of shining the 
economic base away from petroleum exports towards manufactured 
exports. 

The plan also includes a fund for marketing and promotion studies 
-to assist export-producing entrepreneurs, and technical support for 
Co mpagni eT un isienne d' Assurance de Commerce Exterieur, which 
provides export credit insurance.

BIS : Third World funds U.S. deficit 


BASLE, Switzerland (R) — Third 
World nations deposited more 
money with international banks 
last year, but their borrowings fell 
as tbe banks devoted tbe bulk of 
new lending to the United States 
and other industrial countries, 
according to new banking figures 
published Tuesday. 

The Bank for International Set- 
tlements (BIS) said in a report that 
.the massively indebted Latin 
American region alone increased 
its deposits with banks by a record 
$1 1 .4 billion, against a rise of $5 5 ■ 
billion in 1983. 

Tbe increase in deposits ind- 
icates a possible improvement in 
the balance of payments of dev- 


eloping countries. 

But net new bank lending to all 
countries outside the major non- 
communist industrialised bloc fell 
to $165 billion, some 40 per cent 
less than in 1983 and reflecting 
bank caution. 

Higher U.S. growth in the last 
three months of 1984 prompted a 
recovery in lending by b anks fa the 
rest of the work! to the United 
.States, despite funding difficulties 
fa the first half at one of the cou- 
ntry’s major banks, Continental 
Illinois. 

The lending boost to the United 
States meant that tbe "int- 
ernational banking sector con- 
tinued to make a substantial con- 


tribution to the financing of the 
U.S. current account deficit,** the 
BIS said. 

Fourth -quarter BIS data sho- 
wed h anking trends returned to 
normal after a government-led 
rescue package for Continental Ill- 
inois last summer restored con- 
fidence fa banks. 

As a whole, non-OPEC dev- 
eloping countries increased their 
deposits by $21.7 billion in die 
year against $103 billion Jn 1983, 
BIS figures showed. 

The total amount of new net 
bank lending was little changed 
from 1983 levels, with new loans 
to the major non-co mmunis t ind- 
ustrialised countries up by $70 bil- 


lion fa 1984, a near 40 per cent 
rise compared with 1983. 

In 1984 Latin America received 
only $35 billion fa “spontaneous” 
lending, that is loans which do not 
form pan of packages sponsored 
by the International Monetary 
Fund. 

The report noted that, while 
Third World countries were sub- 
stantial net suppliers of funds to 
tbe banking system in the last 
three months of 1984, OPEC o0- 
pffoduefag nations reversed an ear- 
lier trend and borrowed more than 
they deposited fa this period. 

The BIS provides h anking ser- 
vices for central banks of leading 
Western industrialised countries. 


Japan’s trade surplus hits new record 


TOKYO (R) — Japan acc- 
umulated a record trade surplus in 
the financial year ending March 
31, selling the world $45:62 bil-. 
lion more goods than it imported, 
the finance ministry said Tuesday. 

Rising shipments of electronics, 
cars, machine tools and steel inc- 
reased exports by 11 per cent to 
$167.79 billion, whereas imports 
rose by only five per cent rise to 
$122.17 billion. 

Japan is under fire from its 
major trading partners to curb the 
rise fa the trade imbalance, which 
is likely to be a talking point at the 
Bonn summit later this week. 

In some countries, notably the 
United States, politicians have 
mooted the possibility of res- 


tricting Japanese imports. To cou- 
nter this. Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone has called on his cou- 
ntrymen to buy more foreign 
goods. 

Finance ministry officials said 
the trade surplus, up from the pre- 
vious record of $3455 billion a 
year earlier, was caused by a steep 
rise in exports of video tape- 
recorders and other electronic 
equipment. 

The smaller imports increase 
was largely due to lower prices for 
oil and other raw materials, they 
said. 

Economists think the trade sur- 
plus is still growing but trends are 
emerging to suggest tht last 
year’s record may not be sur- 


passed fa the current year. 

Japan’s export growth rate is 
falling and economists at. the 
Nomura Research Institute said 
fa their latest report: “U.S. pro- 
tectionism is gaining steam: Ano- 
ther surge in exports is unlikely.” 

There are also signs that more 
manufactured goods are about to 


flow into Japan. 

“Steel, textiles and non-ferrous 
metals are being imported from 
developing countries on an “inc- 
reasingly steady basis,” said off- 
icials at the semi-official Japan 
External Trade Organisation, 
changed with trying to encourage 
foreign firms to sell more fa Japan. 


Pakistan seeks $1.8 billion 

ISLAMABAD (R) — Pakistan has sought a $ 1 .8 billion aid package 
from a World Bank-sponsored 11 -nation consortium for the next 
financial year beginning fa July, the official APP News Agency 
reported. 

The consortium is meeting in Paris on May 5-6. APP said Pakistan 
was expected to ask for more than three quarters of the proposed aid 
for financing development projects and the rest for importing com- 
modities, possibly including wheat.

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Reagan pledges to go ahead with 
planned visit to German cemetery 


LONDON (R) — President Reagan, ignoring an 
outcry from Jewish leaders and U.S. congressmen, 
has pledged to go ahead with a planned visit this 
weekend to a German war cemetery where members 
of Hitler’s elite SS corps are buried. 


Speaking from the White House 
Monday night in a live television 
interview sent by satellite to Eur- 
ope, Mr. Reagan said: “I think it is 
morally right to do what I'm doing 
and I'm not going to change ray 
mind." 

He said he was not going to the 
Bitburg cemetery in West ger- 
many to honour anybody but rat- 
her to bring home to the public 
more visibly what had happened 
during World War U and the rec- 
onciliation which had since taken 
place. 

On Sunday. Mr. Reagan is due 
to lay a wreath at Birburg where 
about 2,000 German soldiers, inc- 
luding 49 members of the Nazi SS 
corps, are buried. 

Anger from Jewish groups and 
congressmen has forced the pre- 


Dernocrats Monday in urging 
Reagan to cancel the visit in a 
debate in the U-S- House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

Mr. Reagan was expected to fly 
to Europe later Tuesday to attend 
a summit in Bonn of the West's 
seven leading industrial nations. 

Mr. Reagan restated his desire 
to talk to Soviet leader Mikhail

Also freed was the leader of the 
security puny who was held in a 
tribal area on the island while 
negotiations were conducted bet- 
ween Mr. Pisani’s representative, 
police and tribal chiefs. 

Territorial Health .Minister Pie- 
rre Maresca told reporters earlier 
the advance guard went to Mare to 
ensure Mr. Ukeiwe's personal saf- 
ety.

(LKS) and a Mare Island chief, 
accused Mr. Ukeiwe of pro- 
vocation in sending a “private 
commando”.

Calm returns to eastern 
Sri Lanka after clashes 


COLOMBO (R) — Shops opened 
and refugees began reluming to 
rheir homes Tuesday in Sri 
Lanka’s eastern province where 
Muslims and Tamils have clashed 
for nearly three weeks, a gov- 
ernment official said. 

"There were no incidents and ■ 
people moved freely in the eastern 
province capital of Butticaloa and 
outlying areas,” M. Ant- 
honymuuu, the province's top 
government agent, told Reuters. 

At least 55 people were killed 
and more than 1 ,500 homes and 
shops destroyed in the fighting 
between Sri Lanka's two minority 
communities. 

The clashes erupted after sep- 
aratist Tamil guerrillas shot dead 
three Muslims in the north wes- 
tern province town Mannar. 

The guerrillas are fighting sec- 
urity forces in their bid to set up a 
Tamil state in northern and eas- 
tern areas. 


Mr. Anthonymutlu said many 
of the estimated 45,000 people 
who fled their homes during the 
violence were returning. 

He said the government pla- 
nned to open schools in the pro- 
vince after the April vacation 
ended on May 7. Most of the ref- 
ugees took shelter in schools 

Security was tightened in Col- 
ombo Tuesday after a bomb exp- 
loded near army headquarters, 
security sources said. 

They said Monday night's blast, 
which was heard about five kil- 
ometres away, damaged a part of a 
building and shattered glass win- 
dowpanes in a nearby luxury 
hotel. 

The only casualties were two 
people in a passing car who were 
slightly hurt by flying glass, the 
sources said. 

They said the security aut- 
horities suspected the bomb was 
planted by Tamil guerrillas.

Exiles 
abandon 
protests 
in Peking 


PEKING (R) — Several hundred 
exiled Peking residents .Tuesday 
appeared to have abandoned an 
eight-day public protest in the face 
of stern warnings from the city 
authorities to return to remote 
Shanxi province. 

In mid-morning there was no 
sign of the demonstrators outside 
the offices of the Peking Com- 
munist Parry, which they have 
picketed for the past week to press 
demands to be allowed to return 
home. 

They broke off their rare act of 
defiance Monday afternoon for a 
meeting with Mayor Chen Xitong 
and Municipal Party Chief Li Xim- 
ing. 

Tuesday's official dailies said 
Mr. Chen and Mr. Li sternly ber- 
ated the protesters for “ind- 
ividualism harmful to the interests 
of state and people,” and ordered 
them to return to their work units 
iq Shanxi. 


According to the dailies, all of 
which carried the same report, two 
unnamed “initiators" of the dem- 
onstration then said they would go 
back to Shanxi at once. 

The protesters were among mil- 
lions of educated city youths sent 
lo the countryside by Mao Tse- 
tung un 1968. 

Many of the estimated 10 mil- 
lion young people rusticated at the 
height of Mao's Cultural Rev- 
olution to “learn from the pea- 
sants” are still living unhappily in 
remote provincial areas. 

Peking imposed a news bla- 
ckout on the demonstration, fea- 
ring it would prompt protests by 
other dissatisfied groups, but mil- 
lions of Chinese heard about ir 
from British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration and Voice of America 
broadcasts. 


Bonn wants 
talks on 
‘Star Wars’ 


BONN, West Germany (AP) — 
The US. “Star Wars” space res- 
earch programme is expected to 
be the main topic of discussion 
between Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
and U.S. President Ronald Rea- 
gan during Mr. Reagan’s state visit 
here this week, Bonn officials said 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Kohl wants to explain to 
Mr. Reagan West Germany’s pos- 
ition on the U.S. research into a 
space-based defence against nuc- 
lear missiles, a Bonn government 
spokesman told the Associated 
Press. 

Mr. Kohl will tell Mr. Reagan 
that West Germany is interested 
in participating in the research, 
known as the Strategic Defence 
Initiative (SDI), but only if the 
Americans are willing to gua- 
rantee that technology developed 
is shared equally on both sides of 
the Atlantic, said the spokesman, 
who asked not to be named. 

Mr. Kohl has made it dear in 
recent months that he supports the 
American research, but has been 
vague as to whether West German 
firms should get involved. 

He has also called for a common 
European position on the SDI. 

Mr. Reagan arrives in West 
Germany Wednesday morning, 
but be will meet with Mr. Konl 
until after his official welcome by 
President Richard Von Wei- 
zsaecker on Thursday. 

After Thursday morning mee- 
tings with Mr. Wetzsaecker and 
Mr. Kohl, Mr. Reagan's state visit 
will be interrupted by the world 
economic summit being* held in 
Bonn Thursday through Saturday. 

West German Government 
Spokesman Peter Boenisch said 
Monday that Bonn was also sta- 
nding firm on the Bitburg visit. 

Mr. Boenisch said Monday that 
Mr. Reagan and Mr. Kohl are 
going to Bitburg to “honour the 
dead of all nations” and not just 
the soldiers of the cemetery. 

“If someone lying there is guilty’ 
(of war crimes), then there was no 
worse punishment for him than 
death. These people are dead, and 
one should realise and respect 
this,” Mr. Boenisch said. 

He refused to say whether Mr. 
Reagan will lay a wreath at the 
cemetery.

MOSCOW fR) — Nicaraguan 
President Daniel Ortega said Tue- 
sday his talks with Kre mlin Chief. 
Mikhail Gorbachev had con- 
solidated Soviet support for his 
country. 

Mr. Ortega told reporters he 
was satisfied with Monday’s mee- 
ting with Mr. Gorbachev and 
other officials, at which “we rat- 
ified the support for Nicaragua 
which is being aooorded by the 
Soviet Union”. 

A Soviet communique said 
Monday Gorbachev had pledged 
further economic and diplomatic 
support to Nicaragua in the face of 
UjS. aggression. Latin American 
diplomats said this would pro- 
bably include an increase in arms 
supplies to Managua. 

Mr. Ortega, who flew on to Bel- 
grade oa the next leg of an East 
Bloc tour, declined to say whether 
Moscow had promised to increase 
military aid. 


“The_ Soviet Union is coo-, 
pe rating in different aspects which 
deal fundamentally with the def- 
ence of our country, economically 
and ... financially.” he said at the 
airport. 

“The Soviet Union has been 
cooperating with Nicaragua with 
what we call cooperation for life, 
in contrast with what the United 
States is doing, sending death to 
Nicaragua,” he added. 


The Soviet Union has moved 
closer to Nicaragua as U-S. actions 
against Managua have intensified. 
The state media have recently ste- 
pped up charges of U.5. agg- 
ression, giving wide coverage to 
last week's congressional vote aga- 
inst President Reagan's $14 mil- 
lion package for Nicaraguan reb- 
els. 


Mr. Ortega, who was acc- 
ompanied by Foreign Minister 
Miguel (TEscoto and a large team 
of officials, said Managua’s rel- 
ations with Moscow were exe- 
mplary. 

He contrasted what he said 
were U.S. efforts to destroy Nic- 
aragua with Soviet understanding. 

Nicaragua wanted respect from 
the United States. “We want rel- 
ations of dignity or we prefer to 
die fighting insurgents,” he said. 


In a speech last week. Mr. Gor- 
bachev cited Nicaragua as an 
example of Washington trampling 
on the rights and sovereignty of 
other nations. 

Latin American diplomats said 
the Soviet Union had outlined 
areas of potential closer economic 
links between the two countries in 
Monday's talks. 

The two states Monday also sig- 
ned an agreement to set up ‘an 
in ter-govem mental commission 
to coordinate trade and overall 
economic relations. 


Election official says Duarte party won

ional Assembly, the head of the 
Electoral Council said. 

Mario Samayoa told reporters 
Final results from the poll on. 
March 31 were not yet ready, but 
on the basis of unofficial returns 
33 Christian Democrats would 
take seats in the assembly when it 
held its first session on Wed- 
nesday. 

He said Mr. Duarte's party had 
also unofficially won 153 of the 
country’s 262 municipalities. 

The right-wing Nationalist 
Republican Alliance (ARENA) 
of Roberto d'Aubuisson won 25 


assembly seats according to pro- 
visional, returns, Samayoa said. 

Mr.’ Duane, the country's first 
freely-elected president in 50 
years, claimed victory the day 
after the elections. Right-wing 
parties had previously held a maj- 
ority in the assembly, blocking his 
attempts to inuoduoe reforms and 
end the civil war against leftist 
guerrillas.

He told reporters he turned 
himself over to National Guard 
forces in the town of Olocuilta just 
south of the capital on April 1 2 to 
take advantage of an amnesty 
offer. • • • • 

Romero, now under military 
protection, is the second highest 
ranking guerrilla leader to defect. 
In Auguest 19.S2, Commander 
Alejandro Montenegro of the 
People’s Revolutionary Army 
(ERP) was seized in neighbouring 
Honduras and asked to be handed 
over to the Salvadorean army. 


Shuttle’s heat shield damaged in takeoff 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Honda 
(R) — Space agency experts Tue- 
sday tried to discover why the U 5. 
space shuttle Challenger’s heat 
shield was damaged in takeoff and 
why a satellite stalled in the craft’s 
hold. 

Astronauts aboard the shuttle 
Monday smoothly deployed one 
satellite called Nusat, which is des- 
igned to measure air traffic control 
radar world wide, a few hours 
after a midday (1600 GMHT) bla- 
stoff from here. 

A second satellite named 
Glomr, owned by a defence con- 
tractor, stubbornly refused to 
budge from its dust bin-si 2 e con- 
tainer and the shuttle's playload 
bay. 

“We wish we'd gotten the other 
one out,” Mission Commander 
Robert Overmyer told flight dir- 
ectors in Houston. “We tried it 
twice and it was no go.” 


A space agency spokesman said 
the crew may make a second att- 
empt to launch Glomr later in the 
seven-day mission. He said the 
problem possibly stemmed from 
faulty batteries. 

During the mission two squirrel 
monkeys and 24 white rats are due 
to undergo tests, despite protests 
from animal welfare groups. 

Apart from the satellite failure, 
Overmyer voiced concern about 
what appears to be damage to 
heat-resistant tiles covering the 
shuttle Discovery’s main engine. 

“(The engine’s right side) really 
looks kind of beat up,” he said. 

If the damage is extensive, it 
could pose problems when the 
shuttle re-enters the earth's atm- 
osphere on May 6. 

The shuttle blasted off after a 
near-flawless countdown, car- 
_ 3 seven-man crew and the 
tropean-built Space lab. 


Along with the satellite failure, 
crewmembers reported that the 


spaceship's toilet system had left 
patches of urine floating in the 


cabin's weigh ties s environment. 


NASA traced the mishap to a 
leaky tube connecting the toilet 
with a urin analysis experiment, 
and the project was immediately 
discontinued. 

Recent shuttle missions have 
been marred by a series of mec- 
hanical mishaps and lengthy del- 
ays. During the last flight of the 
space shuttle Discovepr, a $40 mil- 
lion satellite failed immediately 
after release and, despite a rescue 
attempt,- was left floating pow- 
erless in orbii.
